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Shannon still king of the (Beacon) hill

Casey breezes to win by wide margin 


Sen. Charles Shannon (R - 
Winchester) will he returning to Ren- 
con Hill for another term after fend¬ 
ing off a challenge from the man he 
toppled hvo years ago, former Sen. 
Salvatore Albano (D—Somerville). 

As expected, both men won their 
home towns, but Shannon was strong 
in the neutral territory of Medford lo 
take the Second Middlesex senator¬ 
ial scat. 

Shannon garnered 33,218 voles in 
the district, with 8,001 votes in 
Winchester, 11,833 votes in Somervil¬ 
le, and 13,384 votes in Medford. Alba¬ 
no received 29,009 total voles, with 
3,535 in Winchester, 15,135 in Some¬ 
rville, and 10.399 in Medford. 

Albano and Shannon first met in 


1990 when Shannon pulled off a 
major upset by unseating the three- 
term incumbent in an election 
charged with strong anti-incumbent 
feelings due to the stale’s fiscal con¬ 
dition. The two rarely agree on 
issues, and have been barely civil to 
each other during debates. 

In an interview at his home Hie 
morning alter the election, Shannon 
said lie was surprised at the margin 
of victory considering the strong sup¬ 
port for Clinton in the district. “They 
voted the person rather than the par¬ 
ty," said Shannnon. “It's local. In the 
last two years, I’ve stayed local.” 

Shannon said his goals for the next 
two years are to make sure HMOs are 
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solvent, work on no-fault insurance, 
and attempt to make the cost of the 
MWRA cleanup be spread across the 
slate. 

Getting legislation passed may not 
be very easy for Shannon and his fel¬ 
low Republicans for the next two 
years. The Republicans lost their 
veto-sustaining number in the state 
Senate, and even lost their minority 
leader, David Locke. Shannon said 
he may attempt lo run for the leader¬ 
ship position, but only if lie is sure it 
will not hinder his ability to serve his 
district. 

Shannon thanked his constituents 
for their‘belief and trust” in reelect¬ 
ing him to office. 


"It's very disappointing for ail the 
people who worked so hard on the 
campaign," said Albano in an inter¬ 
view following his defeat. He pointed 
to the number of town officials in all 
three communities who got behind 
the Shannon campaign and tipped 
the scales. 

“When you look at Winchester, all 
the selectmen were working for 
Shannon; the mayor of Somerville 
and town officials in Medford, all 
were out That's tough to compete 
with,” said Albano. "I don’t think 
there was anything we could have 
done,” he said. 

• We were definitely outspent by 
them and couldn't do all the things 
we wanted to do," said Albano. “But, 
in the end. the vole was there for 
him.”

Voter 
turnout 
is high

Winchester tied a town record for 
voter turnout as 89 percent of the 
registered voters showed up at the 
polls to cast a vote. 

The record tied the one set in 1988 
for the presidential contest between 
George Bush and Michael Dukakis. 
The gubernatorial races have been 
slightly lower than the presidential 
ones. In the 1990 race that saw Wil¬ 
liam Weld defeat John Sillier, 82 per¬ 
cent of eligible voters showed up at 
the polls. The 1986 election drew 68 
percent of the voters. 

The turnout was a substantial 
improvement over this year's prima¬ 
ries in September when only 31 per¬ 
cent of the town voted. 

Town Clerk Carolyn Ward said that 
with the high number of newly regis¬ 
tered voters, this year's election 
probably had the most votes cast with 
14,260. In 1988, 13,880 Winchester 
residents voted 

Counting the high number of bal¬ 
lots resulted in a late night for Ward 
and her staff at the Clerk's Office. 
The results were made official at 
12:30 a.m. Wednesday morning. 


Clinton tops the ticket 

Perot posts strong showing

Winchester broke tradition and 
turned out in droves to help elect 
Democratic Gov. William Clinton as 
the forty-second president. 

Clinton carried 5,704 votes in 
Winchester, and Rush garnered 
4,505. Rcrot chocked up 2,378 votes. 

DeVallon Holies, Winchester 
Clinton/Gore Committee chairman 
said that although the victory did not 
represent a landslide, Winchester’s 
change to voting for a democratic 
president was a notable one. 

The last time Winchester voted for 


a Democrat for president was in 1968 
when Hubert Humphrey edged out 
Richard Nixon by 50 votes. The town 
has been stingy in giving the nod 
even to favorite son Democrats. 
Winchester voters chose Nixon and 
George Bush over John Kennedy and 
Michael Dukakis in 1960 and 1988. 

"I think Clinton was a great candi¬ 
date, and he will make a great presi¬ 
dent,” said Bolles as the final results 
came in. "In the primaries Winches¬ 
ter Democrats were very strong for 
Tsongas. Many people were not sure 
about Clinton's style. Rut as people 
got more familiar with his style; as 
people focused on the substance of 


what he said, rather than how lie said 
it, they changed their minds. 

“I’m very pleased. All in all it’s a 
good night for Democrats,” added 
Bolles. 

Bolles attributed some of the suc¬ 
cess to tiie “zillions” of phone calls 
made by the Winchester Clinton/ 
Gore Committee members and other 
volunteers. "The main thing was to 
get the vote out," said Holies. 

"The basic issue on every’ voter's 
mind was the economy,” he said. Hol¬ 
ies said that Clinton’s ability to stay 
focused on that issue hit homo with 
many voters. "This is a new world for 
Winchester, for everyone," lie 
added.

Halloween graffiti turns offensive

Halloween mischief turned ugly as 
two buildings in town were defaced 
with racist and obscene graffiti. 

The Muraco elementary school on 
Bates Road and the A Better Chance 
(ABC) home on Dix Street were both 
the object of malicious vandals on 
Oct. 31. 

Police received a call that some 


youths wrote a racial slur on the 
sidewalk in front of ABC, a residence 
for minority students who attend 
Winchester High School. According 
to the President of the board of direc¬ 
tors of ABC Sandy Thompson, some¬ 
one had sprayed “NIGGERS SUCK" 
on the pavement in shaving cream. 
The youths were gone before police 
arrived, and the shaving cream was 
washed away that night. 

Thompson said the incident was 
symbolic of some of the racism that 


exists in town. There's a lot of denial 
in this community that racism 

exists.” 

Thompson said she thinks that the 
racist attitude displayed by the van¬ 
dals consists only in a "handful of 
people”, but she said it is important 
that people are aware of what 
happened. 

"This can be an opportunity ... We 
can use this in a constructive 
way. and examine our feelings 
about it," said Thompson. 

According to police reports, a wall 
in the playground at Muraco school 
was covered with obscene graffiti 
written with black spray paint. 
Police received a call regarding the 
graffiti on Sunday morning. Princi¬ 
pal Andrea Wong told the Star that 
someone had been watching the 
school until 10:30 p.m. 

Police said they found vulgar draw¬ 
ings of sex organs, epithets, and 
obscene language on the wall. Wong 
said that most of the graffiti was 
cleaned on Sunday, and the rest 
would be gone on Monday. 

"It’s just upsetting," said Wong. "It 
shows a lack of respect.”

Winchester firefighters helped 
battle a fire at an elderly complex in 
Woburn as Winchester Hospital and 
two Winchester nursing homes hand¬ 
led tin' displaced elderly. 

A fire at the Woburn Nursing Cen¬ 
ter broke out at 4:07 p.m. on Oct. 30 
when gas from a pipe line, which had 
undergone work earlier in the day, 
leaked and exploded, blowing part of 
the roof into a nearby cemetery. The 
Winchester fire department was 
called to cover the Woburn fire sta¬ 
tion 10 minutes after the fire began

Engine 1 and the town ambulance 
were on the scene. Winchester fire¬ 
fighters helped evacuate residents 
from the second floor and put out the 
fire on the second and third floors. 
The Winchester firefighters were at 
the scene for two and a half hours. 

Many of the 100 elderly displaced 
by the fire were brought to Winches¬ 
ter Six elderly were taken to the 
Aberjona and Winchester nursing 
homes, which are owned by the Sal¬ 
ter family, who also own the Woburn 
Nursing Center. 

Twenty-three residents are being 
housed at Winchester Hospital until 


they can be placed at a nursing home. 
The hospital also sent health care 
providers and medical supplies to 
the Wyman school in Woburn were 
many elderly were fire taken. Some 
received medical care at the hospi¬ 
tal, but there was no one seriously 
injured in the fire. 

“There was an outstanding 
response on the part of our employ¬ 
ees,” said Stephen Laverty, execu¬ 
tive vice-president of Winchester 
Hospital. “Many came from home to 
lend assistance." 

According to Robert Salter, all of 
the residents should be permanently 
housed within a few days, lie added 
that the Woburn Nursing Center 
would be repaired within six months.

Seminar on stroke 
and heart attack 
prevention at Jenks 

Under the sponsorship of the 
Winchester Seniors Association's 
Health Committee, chaired by Ur 
Robert M. Smith, a seminar on stroke 
and heart attack prevention will be 
presented at the Jenks Senior Center 
on Friday, Nov, 13, at 10 30 a.m. 

Many heart attacks and strokes are 
caused by gradual deposits of cal 
cium in major arteries of the head 
and neck. Early recognition of such 
build up allows earlier operative 
treatment and greatly reduced 
complications. 

Pathologist W. It. Green, Ultra Life 
Inc., Florida, will discuss a new 
approach to this problem at this pre¬ 
sentation on Nov. 13. This new 
approach involves a device which 
measures the amount of calcium 
deposited in major arteries and the 
degree of blockage. This instrument 
requires no anesthesia, but simply 
sends sound waves across the artery 
to be measured, and from these 
results the degree of arterial constr¬ 
iction is computed. Since diagnosis 
of arterial obstruction frequently has 
been missed until vessels were 


almost completely blocked this new 
approach seems to have great 
promise.

Parkinson’s support 
group marks 
anniversary 

The following is the second part of 
a history and statement of purpose of 
the Parkinson’s Support Group 
which meets at the Jenks Center, as 
submitted by Allan Tarin, Winches¬ 
ter resident and program coordina¬ 
tor or the group. 


Soon after the group’s formation, I 
approached Barbara Ciampa about 
getting in touch with professionals in 
the healthcare field who could pro¬ 
vide information about Parkinson's 
disease. Barbara was more than hap¬ 
py to have the assistance and desig¬ 
nated me as program coordinator. 

We decided the group would give 
the direction as to the balance of hav¬ 
ing speakers versus having group dis¬ 
cussions where we shared common 
experiences. It seemed to be a good 
mix having a guest speaker every’ sec¬ 
ond or third month. Very soon after 
our first meeting, we started to com¬ 
pile a listing of people’s addresses 
and telephone numbers for the dual 
purpose of being able to contact them 
on a monthly basis, to inform them of 
meetings and, also, allowing people a 
way of communicating and sharing 
with each other between meetings. 

By February 1991. the group had 
grown to the point that we needed to 
move to bigger quarters (the downs¬ 
tairs conference room). Cathi Tho¬ 
mas, Registered Nurse, from the 
Neurological Referral Center of the 
Boston University Medical Center, 
was our first guest speaker. In June 
1991, 1 arranged for Susan 
O’Doherty, a physical therapist from 
the North Suburban YMCA, to talk to 
the group about the importance of 
exercise and keeping active for the 
physical health of Parkinsonians. 
When we have had speakers, the 
attendance at the meetings 
increased. In the fall of 1991, our 
numbers had increased to two dozen. 
Through personal contacts, I prevail¬ 
ed upon the lead pharmacist at Har- 
vard Community Health Plan 
(HCHP) in Cambridge to have two 
pharmacists speak to the group 
about the common medications used 
to control the symptoms of Parkin¬ 
son’s disease. 

For the group’s first anniversary in 
N ovember 1991, Dr. Peter Mosbach, a 
clinical psychologist at the Boston 
University Medical Center, 
addressed the group on "Coping with 
Parkinson’s Disease." Early in 1992, 
during one of our sessions, we 
viewed the tape “Awakenings.” In 
the spring of 1992, Anne Mitchell, 
Winchester Hospital Chief Dietitian, 
came to discuss the importance of a 
balanced diet as well as how a low 
protein diet seems to be helpful to 
Parkinsonians. We combined our 
August/September meeting by invit¬ 
ing Dr. Brian Mercer, Chief of the 
Department of Neurology at HCHP. 
He spoke about the latest neurologi¬ 
cal technology as well as the primary 
medications used to control 
Parkinson’s.

Markey gets mandate 
for new term

WALTHAM The race was 
over, but U.S. Rep. Ed Markey, 
the winner, and Stephen Sohn, 
the loser, were still arguing last 
night, with Markey calling his 
victory a repudiation of negative 
campaigning. 

Markey also promised to assert 
a new national agenda on jobs, 
health care, education and the 
environment through his chair¬ 
manship of the congressional 
Subcommittee on Telecommuni¬ 
cations and Finance. 

“I intend over the next two 
years to fight for all the things 
that all of us believe in that have 
been long delayed by Reagan- 
Bush obstructionism. I think the 
next two years could be among 
the most productive and optimis¬ 
tic our country has seen in a gen¬ 
eration,” Markey said in his 
acceptance speech. 

Markey, D-Malden, outpolled 
Sohn in till 17 cities and towns 
except one in the new 7th Con¬ 
gressional District, which 
includes Framingham, Natick, 
Waltham and Weston. 

Markey tallied higher than 
Sohn in Framingham, 15,945 to 
8,458: in Natick, 9,47(5 to 5,254; 
and in Waltham 12,2(54 to 7,1579. 
Only Weston went for Sohn, 3,002 
to 2,591. 

Markey said he won m spite ol 
Sohn’s TV ad showing pigs feed¬ 
ing at a trough. The negative 
campaign, Markey said, showed 
Sohn was out of touch with the 
people, just like his fellow Repu¬ 
blican, George Rush. 

‘‘Instead of focusing on the 
economy, on the environment, on 
health issues, they want to focus 
on tin 1 personal, and it has been 
repudiated overwhelmingly in 
this congressional district and 
all across the United States,” 
Markey said. 

Rut Sohn insisted he had not 
run a negative campaign, and 
that Markey won because of 
name recognition an explana¬ 
tion unconvincing to some 
voters. 

"Who is Steve Sohn? lie’s the 
guy with the pig, right?" said 
John Howland, 50, of Framing¬ 
ham. Howland said he disap¬ 
proved of negative campaigning. 

Rut Kevin Murphy, 35, of Fra¬ 
mingham, said he knew nothing 
about Sohn or the pig ads, and 
pulled the lover for Markey 
because the name was familiar. 

"Markey was a name I recog¬ 
nized, and 1 had no negative 
association with it. It’s not a good 
reason, but that’s why 1 did it," 
Murphy said. 

As part of a platform focusing 
on term limits and congressional 
perks, Sohn used the pig ads to 
point out, among other things, 
Markey's lti-year tenure in 
Congress. 

Markey ran on his record as an 
author or supporter of arras- 
control, consumer, energy, envir¬ 
onmental. human rights and sec¬ 
urity regulations laws 

As chairman of the Energy 
Conservation and Power Sub¬ 
committee from 1985 to 19(57, 
Markey was the architect of two 
energy efficiency laws.

Multicultural 

Network 

Parents need to 
confront old ideas, 
says local educator 

Parents need to challenge the 
“melting pot” myth in themselves 
and to appreciate their own cultural 
backgrounds, according to Valerie 
Batts of Visions who spoke to an 
audience of more than 75 on Oct. 29. 
Batts' visit was arranged by Hillary 
Turkewitz for Parent-to-Parent, and 
co-sponsored by the Multicultural 
Network. 

“Success in the Salad Bowl” is the 
theme of Parent-to-Parent’s prog¬ 
rams this year, and Batts started the 
evening by asking the audience how 


the salad bowl is different from the 
melting pot. The answers included 
phrases like, "keeping the crunch, 
more exciting and interesting, diffe¬ 
rent ingredients,” and Batts con¬ 
trasted those ideas with the concept 
of assimilation or the “melting pot" 
idea — the cultural norm that says 
it's better to be more alike than diffe¬ 
rent. Most adults have grown up with 
that idea and it is difficult, if not 
painful, to change. The challenge, 
she said, is to start to begin to ques¬ 
tion, and to notice our own reactions 
— to listen differently. 

All of us “catch” misinformation, 
on both a factual and emotional 
level, she asserted, but we have an 
opportunity, through our children, to 
see what we have “caught." The chal¬ 
lenge is to question and correct it, 
not to blame ourselves or others. 

It is important to notice our emo¬ 
tional responses to children when 
issues of differences come up. How 
do we react when a child stares at 
someone with a physical handicap; 
what do we say when a child notices 
that someone is of a different race; 
what is our response when he or she 
notices that someone looks old? 
What is the message when we deny 
those differences? “Differences 
are,” she said, "how do we see what’s 
good about them?”

Batts, a parent oftwo children her¬ 
self, says she asks the question “How 
do I communicate what I believe in?” 
In order to do that, she feels you have 
to know your own attitudes, beliefs 
and feelings. That’s where exploring 
your own cultural background and 
values comes in. “How do we see dif¬ 
ferences and similarities?” she 
asked. 

How we express negative altitudes 
has changed over the years, she 
added. Various prejudices were 
expressed openly just a few years 
ago, but as laws have been instituted 
designed to address racial and other 
injustices, those same prejudices 
went “underground.” Since the 
mid-70s, society has not given us per¬ 
mission to examine the reasons for 
those prejudices. "We are taught 
that all people are equal,” she said, 
“but our experience is different." 

“The invitation is to start to begin 
to question,” Batts said, and to be 
open with children. “Children ini¬ 
tially resist oppression,” she stated, 
and “there is a child in each of us.” 
Modeling open and accepting atti¬ 
tudes is a powerful gift that each of 
us can give our children. 

Batts said that to create effective 
multicultural systems, we must work 
at four levels — personal, interper¬ 
sonal, institutional and cultural. She 
said we need processes by which we 
can examine differences, and we 
need support, training and rewards 
for learning new things. Teachers 
and administrators need support as 
well as training and resources, she 
emphasized. 

At the end of the evening members 
of the audience thanked Turkewitz 
for arranging the program, and many 
left talking excitedly about the ideas 
presented. "It was exciting for those 
of us who worked on planning this 
program to scramble for more chairs 
— a clear sign that the community is 
interested in these issues,” she said.

Andre is also the artistic director 
of the Winchester Concert Series.

Police rein in robbery suspects

Winchester police helped rein in 
six people sought by Arlington police 
for armed robbery and assault and 
battery. 

According to Arlington police, on 
Oct. 30 several males in three vehi¬ 
cles were verbally harassing an 
attendant at the Cull'Station on Riv¬ 
er Street.

Hersee 
caught the Pathfinder, but the Old¬ 
smobile fled down Cross Street. 
According to police, two or three 
individuals exited the Pathfinder 


and fled on foot as it was be Dig 
chased by the cruiser Arlington 
police say they have a plate registra¬ 
tion lead on the Oldsmobile. 

The Lincoln contained three 
youths and one adult, 21-ycar-old 
Rafael Velez, from Chelsea Police 
found cans and bottles of beer and a 
bat in the Lincoln The Pathfinder 
had one adult from Topsficld, 
19-year old Christopher Dichiara, 
and one youth from Chelsea. 

Arlington police arrived on the 
scene with the victim who positively 
identified the suspects and the cars. 
Ml six were charged with armed rob¬ 
bers and assault and battery with a 
dangerous weapon. The operator of 
the Lincoln was charged with a 
minor transporting alcohol.

Winchester’s 
last tannery

For well over 100 years, Winches¬ 
ter as well as Woburn was a center 
for the tanning of leather, and at one 
point in time there were six such 
establishments in town 

The largest of these stood at Swan- 
ton and Main Streets, known various¬ 
ly as Moseley's Loring and Avery and 
finally Boggs and Cobb. 

Work at Beggs was dirty, smelly 
and gruelling but the plant provided 
a steady livelihood for countless resi¬ 
dents of Winchester and Woburn — 
until a series of labor disputes and a 
change of ownership spelled doom to 
the plant. 

In 1957, Mr. Henry Kemis pur¬ 
chased the Winchester plant, the 
operations in Dovcr-Foxcroft, Maine 
and the Boston sales offices. 

At the juncture of affairs he chose 
to expand at Dover-Foxcroft and 
shut down operations in Winchester. 

Periodically during 1957 demoli¬ 
tion was carried out inside the ram¬ 
bling seven story wooden building, 
and there was mounting concern by 
Chief James K. Callahan of the lire 
department over the potential for 
disaster. 

On the brisk clear morning of Sep¬ 
tember 17, 1959, a resident of Loring 
Avenue noticed smoke billowing 
from the plant and pulled Box 42. 

As the apparatus arrived, Captain 
Peter Galluffo ordered the general 
alarm sounded for a blaze that was 
seriously out of control. 


Within fifteen minutes the huge 
seven story tannery was fully 
involved from end to end and fire 
apparatus from as far away as Walth¬ 
am began arriving in town to help. 

Chief Callahan happened to be in 
Boston at an area fire chiefs confer¬ 
ence and received word there at 
11:00 am. As he lel\ the state house 
the ominous plume of black smoke 
roiled hundreds of feet in the air 
from the fire at home. 

Firefighters along Swanton Street 
crouched behind steel plates to pro¬ 
tect themselves from the intense 
heat —while plastic shop signs on 
Main Street melted, and windows of 
nearby houses cracked from the 
same heat. 

Frank Smith’s house on Swanton 
Street caught fire and was saved by a 
water curtain. Flying embers also 
caused fires on Spruce and Tremont 
Streets-and the awning and porch of 
Nick Fitzgerald's house over on 
Washington Street also took fire. 

Incredibly, within the hour, the 
massive tannery complex was gone 
except for the massive brick firewall 
rising up starkly from the brick pow¬ 
erhouse and the gaunt iron frame of 
the water tower 

During the height of the inferno, 
the round wooden water tank atop 
the lower "Beggs and Cobb" in white 
letters around its circumference- 
exploded in flames. 

As it crashed to the ground on that 
September morning, over thirty 
years ago, the last vestiges of 
Winchester's tanning industry disap 
pcared forever.

In remembering, we visit in 
thought the ones we knew; climb, 
filament by filament, laterally across 
the webs of association; or else 
upward, along the spidery ladders, 
past attic-y decades, where sleep the 
oldest family tales. 

The phone rings at 3:15 p.m. It is a 
friend from the early days, calling 
from Manhattan, a lawyer now, daily 
contending. “The hours arc long,” 
my friend observes. “I guess they 
were long when we were kids too, 
waiting for school to end at 2:30. But 
by 3:15 you could be outside on a day 
like this, hanging out in the Shcehy’s 
garage, and it seemed anything was 
possible.” 

It seemed so then. We’d play out¬ 
side ’til the early dusk, stealing each 
other’s bikes, pelting each other with 
windfall apples, dawdling along on 
one another’s paper routes; and 
finally burst into our own warm 
kitchens, almost late for supper, red 
cheeked and raw-wristed with the 
cold, bits of leaves in our hair and the 
cuffs of our playclothes. 

A lettcrcomes from another friend, 
related not by blood but by the prima¬ 
cy of memory in both of our lives. 

He sends one page: a letter by his 
great-great-grandfather James, writ¬ 
ten from the battlefield at Freder¬ 
icksburg, where he fought alongside 
his brother. It goes like this: 

”my Dear Weif and children: i 
received your loter to day and was 
glad to hear that you and the children 
was well. You donte no how Glad i am 
When i Git a leter from you. i wish 
that you wold rite oftener i want to no 
how mutch the pig waid You must 
save all the money that you can for If i 
donte come home you and the child¬ 
ren will want it...i hope that the lord 
will spair my life to come home and i

Over the Halloween weekend, 
a new American flag was stolen 
from the flagpole in front of the 
Lincoln Elementary School.

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Casey overrides 
Gov.’s veto on COLA 

Representative Paul C. Casey and 
his colleagues in both the House and 
Senate have again offered their 
strong support for state, county and 
municipal retirees by overriding 
Governor William Weld's veto of a 
cost of living adjustment (COLA) for 
pensioners. 

"It has been a difficult struggle 
from the start. We have had to over¬ 
come two vetoes and countless other 
obstacles thrown at us by the Admi¬ 
nistration, but the results have sure 
been worth the fight,” said Casey. 

To Casey, the issue is respect and 
fairness, “our retirees are those who 
have protected our streets, taught 
our kids and provided for our elder¬ 
ly. I appreciate those efforts and 
believe that now, when our retirees 
find themselves on fixed incomes 
which limit their ability to meet their 
own needs, it is only right that they 
receive this modest increase,” Casey 
noted. 

Casey's effort now clears the way 
for retirees to receive a 5 percent 
increase on the first $9,000 of their 
pensions. 


Casey announces 
bonus for veterans 

Representative Paul C. Casey, vice 
chairman of the special commission 
on veterans affairs, announced 
recently that Armed Service veter¬ 
ans who were in service during the 
Gulf War will be receiving a bonus 
check in appreciation of their efforts 
on our behalf. 

"This is a tremendous victory for 
all of us who have been fighting for 
the opportunity to reward our veter¬ 
ans. Many of our state’s men and 
women endured undue hardship by 
volunteering to protect us. Students 
involved in ROTC interrupted stu¬ 
dies, mothers and fathers spent 
months away from their children, 
and men and women risked their 
lives. I am proud to have had such an 
active part in providing a little extra 
to some extraordinary people,” said 
Casey. 

In early 1991, State Senate Presi¬ 
dent William Bulger and House 
Speaker Charles Flaherty estab¬ 
lished the fund from which the bon¬ 
uses would be provided. Treasurer 
Malone, however, held off on the dis¬ 
tribution of the raised monies when 
donations slowed. “It has been diffi¬ 
cult at times, but we have finally 
forced the administration and the 
treasurer to do the right thing. The 
money was there, but no one was ben¬ 
efiting from it,” said Casey. Casey 
was instrumental in the release of 
the allocated funds for Gulf War vet¬ 
erans and those in service during 
those months at other locations. 
Applicants must have had a legal 
domicile in Massachusetts for at 
least six months before active duty 
began, been released or discharged 
under honorable conditions, and had 
at least 30 days of active service dur¬ 
ing the period between Aug. 2, 1990 
and April 11,1991. The Office of Vet¬ 
erans' Services emphasize that bon¬ 
uses will not be paid to eligible veter¬ 
ans until after their discharge or 
release from active military service, 
and authentic copies of the applic¬ 
ants’ discharge certificates must 
accompany the applications. 

Application forms have been made 
available through the Veterans’ 
Agents of all cities and towns. In 
addition, Outreach Center personnel 
located in Beverly, Fall River, Fra¬ 
mingham, Gardner, Hyannis, 
Lawrence, Pittsfield, Roxbury and 
Springfield will provide assistance 
in preparing the applications.

Massachusetts House and Senate 
Oct. 30, 1992 

THE HOUSE AND SENATE. The 

House and Senate met only infor¬ 
mally last week and there were no 
roll call votes. Formal sessions are 
expected to resume following the 
November elections. 

This week, Beacon Hill Roll Call 
records local representatives votes 
on live previously unrecorded roll 
calls from House action on the fiscal 
1993 state budget. 

OVERLAY (H 5600) - House 90 04, 
rejected an amendment replacing 
the section providing that assessors 
in cities and towns exempt overlay 
accounts from the provisions of 
Proposition 2Vi. Overlay accounts 
include money put aside for proper¬ 
ty tax abatements. 

The amendment would allow the 
local appropriating authority to 
place the exemption question on the 
ballot at a regular election for voters 
to decide. 

Amendment supporters said vot¬ 
ers, not the legislature, should 
decide whether to approve this 
exemption which will result in prop¬ 
erty tax hikes. 

Opponents said this mild change 
in Prop. 2Vz will help cash starved 
cities and towns. The automatic 
exemption remained part of the 
final version of the budget and was 
vetoed by Governor Weld. The legis¬ 
lature has not yet acted on this veto. 

A Yes vote is for the amendment 


giving voters the power to exempt 
overlay accounts. A No vote is 
against the amendment. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 

yes. 

HEALTH INSURANCE (H 5600) - 

House 118-35, rejected an amend¬ 
ment requiring any newly hired 
state employees to pay 25 percent of 
the cost of their health insurance. 
Current state employees pay only 10 
percent. 

Amendment supporters said this 
will not affect current employees, 
but will save the state millions of 
dollars by making future employees' 
contribution more in line with the 
private sector. 

Opponents said this increase is 
unfair to new employees who are 
struggling during the recession. 

A Yes vote is for the 25 percent 
contribution. A No vote is against it. 

Casey voted yes. 


REVENUE DEPARTMENT (H 5600) 

— House 91-50, rejected an amend¬ 
ment reducing funding for the 
Revenue Department by $9 million 
(from $104 million to $95 million). 

Amendment supporters said the 
reduction will help balance the 
budget and argued the $9 million 
was not requested by the Governor. 

Opponents said the $9 million is 
necessary and argued this funding is 
cost effective and will enhance tax 
collections. 

A Yes vote is for the $9 million cut. 
A No vote is against the cut. 

Casey voted no. 


ENTERPRISE ZONES (H 5600) - 

House 109-40, rejected a lengthy 
amendment allowing for the crea¬ 
tion and implementation of enter¬ 
prise zones in the state. 

Amendment supporters said this 
amendment creates a mutually ben¬ 
eficial partnership between busi¬ 
ness and government. They noted it 
will provide various tax incentives to 
attract private sector investment in 
depressed areas and help create 
jobs and stimulate business, neigh¬ 
borhood and housing growth. 

Opponents said the legislature is 
working on a better plan and argued 
major legislation like this should be 
the subject of a separate bill and 
public hearings 

A Yes vote is for the enterprise 
zone amendment A No vote is 
against it. 

Casey voted no. 


URBAN (H 5600) - House 116-31, 
approved an amendment providing 
$5 million for a loan and grant prog¬ 
ram for inner city neighborhoods for 
job training, business development, 
health and day care, violence and 
crime prevention and housing. 

Amendment supporters said this is 
a good beginning of a response to the 
crisis in many of the state's cities. 

Opponents offered no arguments. 

A Yes vote is for the $5 million 
program. A No vote is against it. 

Casey voted yes.

Said Albano, “I would like to thank 
all the people who worked very hard 
everywhere, in Winchester, all over. 
It was a real grass roots effort.” 

Rep. Paul Casey (D-Winchester) 
will also be returning to the State 
House as he handily beat his oppo¬ 
nent Brian Broad (R-Stoncham). It 
will be Casey’s third term. 

Casey received 13,7.33 in the 37th 
Middlesex District with 8,856 votes 
from Winchester and 4,877 votes 
from Stoncham. Rroad pulled in 
5,248 votes with 2,863 votes from 
Winchester and 2,385 from Stone- 
ham. The district consists of all of 
Winchester and precincts 2,3,4, and 6 
in Stoncham. 

“My hometown really pulled 
through. In the other kid’s hometown 
we beat him convincingly,” said 
Casey in a telephone interview with 
the Star. 

Casey said he looked forward to his 
third term as one in which he could 
be more proactive than defensive, as 
lie says he has been because of the 
state’s financial troubles. Casey said 
his third term will be about “getting 


the state back on its feet in all 
capacities.” 

Reached at his home by the Star, 
Rroad said lie was satisfied with the 
race he had run. ”1 think I ran a good 
issue-oriented campaign. There 
were no personal attacks ... no nega¬ 
tive campaigning," said Rroad. 

Rroad concedes that the relation¬ 
ship between himself and Casey was 
not cordial. "I was disappointed in 
the attitude of Representative 
Casey... He seemed offended that lie 
had to campaign, that he didn't have 
a free ride," said Rroad. 

Casey said he fell that Rroad 
shouldn't have run simply for the 
sake of making sure Casey had an 
opponent, as Rroad had slated dur¬ 
ing a debate earlier in the campaign. 

“You don’t run just for the sake of 
running... That’s one of the most 
empty reasons for running that I can 
think of," said Casey. “If you want me 
lo be his friend ... because lie tried to 
take my job ... I find that 
unacceptable." 

Rroad said he may seek public 
office again. “I wouldn't rule it out," 
he said.

1092-03 school year. Prior to his move 
to the central office, Thomas Mud - 
rewiez served as a co-chairman of the 
Steering Committee. 

Each faculty member will serve on 
two committees during this school 
year one to study the philosophy, 
structure and strengths and weak¬ 
nesses of each of the departments; 
and one to study the school “stan¬ 
dards.'’ including curriculum and 
instruction, student services, school 
facilities, school climate and other 
important areas. In these latter 
“standards" committees, parent rep¬ 
resentatives will be needed and 
desired. Those interested may call 
Jean Johnson, at 721-7020. 

\ first step in the accreditation 
process is the development of a 
school philosophy and statement of 
goals. At its Oct. 13 meeting, the 
Winchester School Committee 
approved the following statement, 
written by the Philosophy Committee 
and ratified by the WHS faculty: 

The full development of all stu¬ 
dents’ potentials requires a school 
climate in which they can safely con¬ 


tinue to generate awareness of their 
true selves and build self-esteem, a 
climate which does not favor 
expression of prejudice and which 
does allow for and celebrate indivi 
dual differences. Fundamental to an 
understanding of their roles in the 
broader world around them is an 
appreciation of various cultural per¬ 
spectives and a recognition of their 
own personal links to local, national, 
and global issues. Since the school is 
a community of learners, it is essen 
tial that WHS foster and approve 
growth and change not only for ado¬ 
lescents. but also for adults. 

The following is a statement of 
goals drawn up by the Steering 
Committee: 

1 The school will accept all stu¬ 
dents as they are. as people of worth, 
without regard to race, color, creed, 
national origin, gender,sexual orien¬ 
tation, physical handicap or socioe¬ 
conomic status, and accepts the 
responsibility to provide them equal 
educational experiences. 

2 The challenge of excellence is to 
inspire all students to reach their 
Inchest individual potentials The 
-chool will provide the opportunity 
lor intellectual and artistic growth 
through curricula which incorporate 
critical and creative thinking, 
problem-solving, and risk-taking. 

3 A good school climate calls for 
the development of self-discipline 
through the establishment by con¬ 
census of limits and boundaries. The 
school must provide a setting where 
learning will take place without fear 
of making errors and without intimi¬ 
dation by students or teachers. 

A The school will encourage open 
communication among all members 
of the school community 

a Basic human respect is a touch- 
stono of a healthy school climate 
The school must foster an environ¬ 
ment that is positive, encouraging, 
challenging and safe

"Kight now I think I 'm not as strong 
as I was sophomore year," she said.

Winchester coach Joe Cantillon is 
also aware of the predicament, but 
he does not blame Bonnell's effort. 

"It’s kind of an interesting situa¬ 
tion,” Cantillon said “I think she’s in 
the best shape of her life, but her 
times have been slower than they 
have been as a freshman or a 
sophomore.” 

The apparent reason for Bonnell’s 
slight dip is an injury she suffered 
last fall, when she developed hip and 
knee problems. She has worked her 
way back to the Middlesex League 
elite, but has yet to duplicate her ear¬ 
lier times. 

Neither Bonnell or her coach arc 
worried, though, because they 
expect to see her shine during the 
rest of the running season. 

"I think she’s positioning herself 
for a terrific winter and spring sea¬ 
son," Cantillon said. “She’s very ver¬ 
satile. She can run any race, and has 
run everything from 400 meters to 
the 2-mile.” 

Bonnell is already looking forward 
to the outdoor track season. 


"Spring track is definitely my favo¬ 
rite," she said. “It's outdoors and it’s 
shorter than cross country.” 

Bonnell has also had her most suc¬ 
cess running the mile, winning the 
race at the Middlesex League meet 
last year. She hopes to improve on 
her personal-best time of 5:35 this 
season. 

A two-time league all-star heading 
into this season, Bonnell has com¬ 
bined with another two-time all-star, 
senior Ray Regan, to give Winches¬ 
ter’s girls’ and boys’ cross country 
teams a top-flight contender in each 
race. 

“Every so ollen we get interesting 
combinations of a boy and girl run¬ 
ner,” Cantillon said. "It’s been a long 
time since we’ve had one dominant 
male and female. I think the last time 
was 10 years ago.” 

Despite Bonnell’s success, the Sac- 
hemettcs finished the season 2-7, cul¬ 
minating with last Friday’s 25-34 loss 
to Woburn at Horn Pond. Bonnell 
won the race in 20:21. 

“1 think we’ll be better next year," 
Bonnell said. "Since I’ve been here, 
this is our best year — two wins. We 
had one win last year and none the 
year before. So we’re showing 
improvement." 

Said Cantillon, "The girls team is 
gaining more experience, but for a 
lot of them it’s their first year run¬ 
ning. I’ve seen a lot of progress for 
both teams.” 

A member of the Liberty Athletic 
Club since the seventh grade, Bon¬ 
nell will tiy to make a mark in a big¬ 
ger pond beginning Saturday when 
she competes in a state meet at 
Franklin Park.

We learned that this new coach 
was going to do wonders for this 
team.

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Town settles 
in Charles 
George case

Following a recommendation by 
town counsel, selectmen voted to 
settle in the lengthy battle over the 
Charles George landfill contamina¬ 
tion case. 

Selectmen voted 5-0 in favor of set¬ 
tling a massive lawsuit, which began 
in 1985. The town will pay $475,000 to 
the commonwealth over a period of 
10 years at four percent interest for 
the cleanup of the site. 

“This settlement vindicates all the 
effort people have put in over the last 
several years," said Town Counsel 
Wade Welch in making the presenta¬ 
tion to the Hoard of Selectmen on 
Nov. 9. Welch said he recommended 
accepting the deal since the town 
retains the right to sue fourth par¬ 
ties, such as other municipalities. 
Settling would also end the legal 
costs involved in protecting town 
interests. Total cost for lawyers, 
experts on toxicity and paperwork 
hover around the $50,000 mark, 
according to Welch. The new pay¬ 
ment schedule represents a reduc¬ 
tion from some $620,000 originally 
proposed. 


Winchester, along with 12 other 
communities became third party 
defendants in a lawsuit alleging 
improper dumping of hazardous 
materials in a landfill in Tyngsboro. 
In 1985 the state and federal govern¬ 
ments sued the George company and 
23 other parties when the site conta¬ 
minated a nearby water line. 

The suit mushroomed as the 24 
parties originally sued went on to sue 
13 municipalities in 1989 for their 
contributions to the trash at the site. 
Some 70 defendants and 130 law 
firms are involved in the lawsuit. 
According to Welch, in the end, the 
lawyers even hired other lawyers to 
act as liason counsel to unravel the 
complex web of liability. 

Welch recounted the story which 
he said began when the EPA closed 
down the town transfer station in 
1978 and the town was forced to haul 
its trash. The Charles George Co. was 
(he lowest bidder at that time and 
began hauling the town’s trash to 
Tyngsboro. According to town 
records, the company continued 
hauling for the time period of 1978 to 
1983. In February 1983 the town went

A warm and charming 
evening from Players

The reluctant examination during 
cocktail hour by one WASP family of 
its shaky foundations and fragile 
facades provides fertile ground for 
the Winchester Players' current 
production. 

A.H. Gurney’s two-act play, “The 
Cocktail Hour” unravels tangled 
interpretations of a family’s history, 
reveals vulnerabilities and uncovers 
the inevitable skeletons in the closet, 
all with four actors on stage defer 
ring to boo/e and money as the major 
characters. The actors establish 
their role identities early on. balanc¬ 
ing stereotype and nuance in a way 
that enables the audience to relate 
with the characters throughout the 
performance. 

The curtain opens on an elegant 
and traditional living room, bathed 
in a warm, soothing pink light Two 
well and comfortably dressed men 


enter. They are publisher/ 
playwright, John, and his business¬ 
man father, Bradley. John carries the 
script of a play he has just written 
and Bradley carries a silver tray 
filled with the requisite bottles for 
cocktail hour. The tray is placed at 
center stage, a position it occupies 
physically as well as symbolically 
throughout the play. 

Although the touch is light, lather 
and son are clearly uncomfortable 
with each other John’s new play, 
titled, ironically enough, "The Cock 
tail Hour," is about the family, and 
lie has come home to get their per¬ 
mission before it is produced. The 
stiffness of their communication 
with one another, through both dia¬ 
logue and body language, is at once 
funny and discomfiting Bradley 
obviously needs his scotch for more 
than the pre-dinner ritual John, on 
the other hand, makes every effort to

Town Meeting moves 
cautiously on articles

There will be no major 
changes in Winchester before 
spring, as a cautious Fall Town 
Meeting rejected any warrant 
articles that would have a signif- 
i ca n t impact on town 
government. 

Town Meeting rejected arti¬ 
cles that would transfer money 
from the housing fund to the gen¬ 
eral fund, force the town to shut 
down the water treatment plant 
at the North Reservoir, and fund 
a water study committee for 
$5,000. 

What was passed at Town 
Meeting were two provisions 
which start non-funded, advisory 
studies involving Hie town’s 
water supply 

There were only seven articles 


presented at Town Meeting, 
which was adjourned until 
spring at 11:17 p.m. on Nov. 5. 
Earlier in the fall some select¬ 
men had said there would not be 
a Fall Town Meeting, but they 
were persuaded otherwise when 
presented with four articles 
regarding the town’s water sys¬ 
tem by Randall Swartz, the chair- 
man of the Board of Health. 
Although the selectmen 
approved holding Town Meeting 
by a 4-1 vote, they unanimously 
opposed all the articles. 

Chairman of the Winchester 
Tax Payers Association Robert 
Dewald was the main spokesper¬ 
son for an article that would have 
transferred $144,792 from the 
housing trust fund to the general 
fund. Dewald had originally 
sought to transfer the entire 
housing fund of $670,000, but was 


told that lie could not legally 
divert all of that money, some of 
which was given to the town 
directly for affordable housing 
under zoning bylaws. 

Dewald argued that Town 
Meeting should have control of 
that money because it was the 
sole appropriating body in the 
town. He added that the money 
could still be spent on affordable 
housing, but that it should be 
Town Meeting that should 
decide that. 

Several Town Meeting mem¬ 
bers argued that the town had a 
major plan for affordable hous- 1 
ing underway, and that the trans¬ 
fer would set that plan back. 
Selectmen Chairman Thomas 
Schmitt argued that providing

Aetna will send Winchester a lump 
sum payment and, in effect, close the 
books surrounding questions of 
improprieties in its handling of area 
pension funds. 

According to Town Counsel Wade 
Welch, the settlement represented 
$12,746 in a cash payment and 
$15,000 in fees which were absorbed 
by Aetna Casualty & Life of Connecti¬ 
cut. Following the Nov. 9 meeting of 
the selectmen, Welch said Aetna was 
settling in an effort to put the inci¬ 
dent behind it. 

A Boston Globe spotlight series last 
year alleged that former Winchester 
resident Carmen W. Elio used his 
position as a broker at Alex Brown & 
Sons to bring millions of dollars in 
assets to Aetna and then collected a 
commission from Aetna for doing it. 

Town Comptroller Joseph Bonner 


said at that time Winchester’s pen¬ 
sion fund was not at risk and had 
invested a relatively small portion of 
funds with Aetna. At the Nov. 9 meet¬ 
ing Bonner said the investment, 
which spanned from 1985 to 1990, 
now totalled only $30,000. Bonner 
said Aetna was settling to stop the 
flood of claims, but added that 
Winchester had not been consider¬ 
ing any filing. “We think the amount 
of earnings represented a decent 
rate," said Bonner. 

Following the meeting, Welch said 
Winchester would still maintain the 
investment in Aetna, since the funds 
were part of a “complicated” real 
estate trust and that the Aetna pay¬ 
ment would offset the luck of 
liquidity. 

Aetna paid out a total of$8.419 mil¬ 
lion to 19 public pension systems in 
the Commonwealth as a result of its 
dealings with Elio.

ConsCom to seek 
land transfer 
from selectmen

The Conservation Commission’s 
desire to transfer Mt. Pisgah from 
park to conservation land was 
buoyed by neighbors who over¬ 
whelmingly support the transfer. 

At a pubic hearing for the transfer 
on Nov. 9, nine neighbors of Mt. Pis¬ 
gah told the commission they support 
the switch to conservation land for 
the 11.1 acres of land surrounded by 
High Street, Agawam and Girard 
Roads. No neighbors spoke out in 
opposition to the transfer. 

“1 just hope that it will come to a 
successful conclusion," said Aga¬ 
wam Street resident Lois Kusik. “I 
don’t sec in any way how jurisdiction 
is controversial.” 

Conservation Commission Chair¬ 
man Joshua Alpcr told the neighbors 
that the switch would have no effect 
on them, but it would ensure “an 
extra measure of protection” for the 
land to preserve its present state. 


The commission held another 
public hearing on the subject on July 
27, in which the plan received sup¬ 
port from several neighbors. The 
commission has been considering 
the transfer for several years and has 
listed Mt. Pisgah on their Open Space 
and Recreation list, which contains 
land the commission feels is most in 
need of protection. 

The land is now a parkland under 
the jurisdiction of the Board of 
Selectmen. Alper said the commis¬ 
sion intends to address the select¬ 
men requesting the transfer. He was 
unsure whether the transfer will 
eventually need the approval of 
Town Meeting. 

Alper said that the transfer has the 
full support of the Conservation 
Commission. “I think we all agree it’s 
an area unique in this town,” he said. 

“It will be most helpful when we 
carry this forward that... the abut¬ 
ters and neighbors have favored the 
transfer of the parcel,” said Alper.

Working as a team is key to the 
success of any business. 

And when your business is the 
Boston Celtics or the National 
Basketball Association (NBA), that 
concept is particularly appropriate, 
according to Jan Volk, the team’s 
general manager. 

Volk entertained members of the 
Winchester Chamber of Commerce 
at the group’s monthly breakfast 
meeting, held at the Gables Nov. 4. 

According to Volk, the NBA has 
been instrumental in providing edu¬ 
cation to its players in a number of 
areas. This has become increasingly 
important in light of Earvin “Magic" 
Johnson being diagnosed as HIV 
positve and his recent second 
retirement. 

“(The NBA), along with the Play¬ 
ers Association, provides many prog¬ 
rams," Volk said. One program helps 
first-year players deal with various 
situations, particularly in light of 
their new-found fame. 

“They put them in a bar, and in 
other situations. This is not a friend¬ 
ly type of play acting...It's very seri¬ 
ous,” Volk said. 

Another recently retired player, 
with greater local interest, is Larry 
Bird. In the future, the recently- 
retired superstar will serve as an 


at-large member of the Celtics' man¬ 
agement group, according to Volk. 

"There arc several things he can 
do as well as, if not better than, 
anybody... He knows the NBA as 
well as anybody,” said Volk. "As a 
player, he knows it better.” 

Asked if the high price tag for a 
game ticket (averaging $35 with a 
high of $45) puts attending Celtics’ 
games out of reach for most people, 
Volk responded he believes Boston 
prices are “very reasonable." Volk 
said he attended a game in Los 
Angeles last year, where tickets cost 
him $100. "And the scats were farth¬ 
er from the court than any seat we 
have in Boston.” 

Focusing on the NBA’s salary cap, 
Volk discussed its importance in the 
success of the league. 

Ten years ago, the NBA was in 
financial trouble, according to Volk. 
Although things looked good on the 
surface, few teams were playing to 
capacity crowds, and about five orga¬ 
nizations were on the verge of bank¬ 
ruptcy, Volk said. 

Owners sought a partnership with 
players to solve the group's financial 
problems. The result, said Volk, was 
the salary cap. 

Although Volk said the Players 
Association thinks it’s time to put the 
salary cap to rest, “in five years 
without the salary cap, (the league) 
would be back to where we were.”

Art enhances beauty 
of reference room

"Apple Blossoms” by John J. 
Enneking, is a work by one of the fin¬ 
est interpreters of the New England 
landscape. Known for his ability to 
reflect the moods and changing light 
effects of nature, he was known as 
the “American Turner.” "Apple 
Blossoms" was the gifl of Forrest G. 
Brackett. 


J. Foxcrofl Cole, a Winchester tesi- 
dont, was known for his landscapes, 
seascapes, and farm scenes. “View 
On The Aberjona (Mystic Pond)” is 
considered one of his most success 
ful works. It was donated by 
Georgeanna Skillings Banks in honor 
of iter father, David Nelson Skillings. 

Hermann Dudley Murphy was 
well-known as a frame maker as well 
as a painter, and many Boston artists 
Used his frames. His "Mount Monad- 
nock," was the gift of Lewis 
Parkhurst. 

Edmund H Garrett, the painter of 
“Early Morning, Cape Cod" was also 
known and respected as an author, 
illustrator and bookplate maker 
This painting was purchased from 
the David N. Skillings Fund in 192!) 

When the reference room was 
rearranged, many patrons began to 
notice one of the room's outstanding 
features, the Tyler Memorial Win¬ 
dow triptych, which was formerly 
overshadowed by shelving. These 
beautiful stained glass windows 
were designed by Tiffany and Com¬ 
pany, and were presented to the 
Town in memory of Library trustee 
Joseph H. Tyler by his family. A tri¬ 
bute to the history of book making, 
they feature the marks of the great 
early printers and the centerpiece 
depicts the invention of the printing 
press.

THE HOUSE AND SENATE. The 

House and Senate met only in brief, 
informal sessions last week and 
there were no roll call votes. Formal 
sessions and roll call votes are 
expected to resume in a week or two. 

Last week’s election results have 
altered the balance of power on 
Beacon Mill and lelT the Senate with 
only nine Republicans. The GOP lost 
six of their 15 seats which means 
Governor Weld no longer has enough 
Republican senators to sustain a 
veto. 

The Senate has overridden 38 ol'44 
vetoes since Weld became governor. 
However, the Senate leadership ack¬ 
nowledges that some Weld vetoes, 
including proposals to change Prop¬ 
osition 2'h. and raise taxes, were 
never brought to the floor because 
the Democrats lacked the two-thirds 
majority to override. 

The 160 member House will have 
31 new members in January. The 
current House membership includes 
116 Democrats, 36 Republicans, one 
unenrolled and seven vacancies. 
The new House in January will 
include 124 Democrats, 35 Republi¬ 
cans and one unenrolled. 

At a press conference following 
the election, Governor Weld said he 
hopes the legislature does not look 
at the results as an invitation to push 
through tax hikes and excessive 
spending in 1993. In response, 


House Speaker Charlie Flaherty 
said Democrats are also fiscally 
responsible but will continue to 
push for their agenda including 
some changes in Proposition 2 Vi. He 
indicated some of these changes may 
be included in an education reform 
bill which will be addressed before 
the end of the year. 

This week, Beacon Hill Roll Call 
reviews local legislators’ votes on 
proposed changes in Proposition 2Mi 
during the 1991 and 1992 session. 
While none of the changes were 
signed into law, the new makeup of 
the legislature leaves passage of 
these proposals and override of an 
expected Weld veto a possibility in 
1993. 

AUTO EXCISE TAX (H 5600) - In 

1991, the House 114-39, Senate 25-10, 
rejected an amendment striking a 
budget section allowing voters in 
local communities to double the auto 
excise tax from $25 to $50 per $1,000 
of valuation. 

Proposition 2Vi reduced this tax 
from $66 per $1,000. Amendment 
supporters said this is another tax 
hike which will hurt taxpayers and 
the car industry Opponents said this 
is a local option to allow communi¬ 
ties to raise money for necessary 
services. Although there seemed to 
be enough votes to override a veto, 
the provision was later dropped 
from the final budget. 

The hike was not included in this

Now it should be said from the 
start that we are talking here about 
real Chinese restaurants, not the 
kind you see at, say, Disney World, 
where the food is portion- 
controlled, mass-produced, and 
cooked by those standard-issue D.W. 
employees that look like members of 
the Young Republicans Club. 

You know you’re in the right kind 
of place if there’s a steel vat the size 
of a dumpster out in the alley out¬ 
side and one of the employees in an 
apron no longer clean is pouring the 
used oil into it, dark and viscous and 
glistening with amorphous lumps of 
— well, best not ask what. 

When you walk into a place like 
this, the enigmatic messages 
inscribed on the menus, the place- 
mats and even inside the fortune 
cookies, give you the sense that here 
you’ll not only eat things you’ve nev¬ 
er before eaten, but come to see 
things as you’ve never before seen 
them. 

Walk into this Chinese restaurant, 
for example, where under the front 
window stands a fish tank 30-feet 
long, in which creatures the size of 
spaniels swim in wobbly parabolas. 
We ask the waiter when he comes 
over, “Are those for decoration?”, 
thinking them not so decorative, 
actually. “No, for sale. To eat here,”

For example, is Squid Disco 
a wet leggy thing dressed up in a 
white leisure suit like John Travol¬ 
ta? What is Jumbo Jumbo Rainbow, 
besides a string of words denoting 
something vast and colorful? And 
what does it mean that there are vir¬ 
gin cocktails “for our non-alcoholic 
lovers”?

Grapple madly and fall out of their 
chairs? 

But at the best Chinese restaur¬ 
ants, you’re not meant to understand 
word for word what's being said, any 
more than you’re meant to know 
food for food what you're eating. We 
open our fortune cookie and read its 
message. “You have a potential 
urge,” it says, and who could argue 
with a phraseology so vague? Here’s 
to potential urges everywhere, we 
therefore say; and to the still-veiled 
mystery of the Orient.

Lincoln Elementary School 
parents are relieved now that 
their American flag has been 
returned. In this space last 
week, we reported that the new¬ 
ly acquired flag was stolen on 
Halloween night from a flag pole 
in front of the school. The flag 
was returned one week later. 
The Lincoln Parents Association 
had obtained the flag, which has 
flown over the Capitol Building, 
from Congressman Brian 
Donnelly. 


Does Winchester have alliga¬ 
tors in its sewers? At the Fall 
Town Meeting, during a discus¬ 
sion of the town's water system, 
member Clarence Borggaard 
said that he had found an inch- 
long alligator in a strainer over 
his water faucet. Borggaard said 
he brought the alligator to the 
Department of Public Works, 
who dismissed it. Borggaard 
later conceded that he wasn’t 
sure what the one-inch object 
was and that calling it an alliga¬ 
tor was "hyperbole.” 


Town Clerk Carolyn Ward 
noted in a report to the Board of 
Selectmen that an estimated 90 
percent of all eligible voters in 
Winchester are registered. Ol 
those registered voters, more 
than 89 percent voted in the Nov. 
3 election. Between Dec. 1, 1991 
and Oct. 6, the last day of 
registration for the presidential 
election, 2,283 people registered 
to vote, according to Ward. 


The School Committee has vot¬ 
ed to excess two former sctiool 
buildings, the Sanborn House 
and the Mystic School. Commit¬ 
tee members unanimously 
decided to hand over jurisdic¬ 
tion of the land to the Board of 
Selectmen. The buildings iiave 
not been town-run schools for 
awhile but have been rented out. 
“We’d like to get out of the 
rental business,” said Acting 
Superintendent Robert 
Fitzgerald. 


Parent surveys on redistrict¬ 
ing were probably less positive 
than the administration had 
hoped for. Eighty parents 
received surveys on their feel¬ 
ings about the redistricting 
implemented at the beginning of 
this year. Fitzgerald said 28 
parents responded w ith nine 
saying they were very positive 
about the situation, eight saying 
they had a neutral opinion, and 
11 conveyed negative feelings. 
Fitzgerald said he expects that 
in a follow-up survey in January, 
children and parents will be 
more comfortable witii the 
changes and will have more 
positive reactions.

year's budget. If the proposed hike is 
revived in 1003, there may well be 
enough votes to override an 
expected veto. 

A Yes vote is against allowing 
communities to raise the tax. A No 
vote is for allowing communities to 
raise the tax. 

Representative Paul Casey voted 
no. 

Senator Charles Shannon voted 
yes. 

OVERLAY (H 5600) - In 1002, the 
House 82-68, no (Senate roll call) 
rejected an amendment striking a 
budget section providing that all 
cities and towns exempt their over 
lay accounts from the limits of Prop¬ 
osition 2V2. Overlay accounts include 
funds set aside for tax rebates and 
abatements. 

Amendment supporters said this 
exemption is an assault on Prop 2'/ii 
and is simply a $140 million property 
tax increase. Opponents said this 
change will help cash starved cities 
and towns maintain services and 
argued it is a long overdue change in 
a law which is too stringent. They 
noted the local appropriating 
authority will still decide whether to 
appropriate the money. 

The exemption was included in 
this year’s final budget and was vet¬ 
oed by Governor Weld. The legisla¬ 
ture has not yet acted on the veto. 
The 68 votes in the House against the 
exemption combined with the cur¬ 
rent makeup of the Senate seem to 
indicate the legislature does not 
have enough votes to override this 
year. The fate of the proposal next 


year is difficult to predict. 

A Yes vote is against exempting 
overlay accounts. A No vote is for 
exempting overlay accounts. 

Casey voted yes. 

INFLATION INCREASE (H 5252) - 

In 1991, the House 109-47, (no Senate 
roll call) rejected an amendment 
striking a provision allowing com¬ 
munities, if approved by voters, to 
adopt a system which allows annual 
increases in properly tax levies at a 
rate equal to inflation, up to five 
percent. 

Amendment supporters said this 
section begins to dismantle Prop 2Vi 
and will hurt homeowners. They 
noted current law already provides 
for a reasonable override of Prop 
2Vi. Some said they would support 
this increase mechanism if it 
included a provision allowing voters 
to lower property below the 2.5 per¬ 
cent cap. 

Opponents said the section still 
gives voters final control but offers 
them new tools to go beyond the 
outdated and arbitrary constraints 
in order to face new fiscal realities. 

The inflation increase provision 
was not included in last year's final 
budget, but was included, without a 
roll call vote, in this year’s final 
budget. It was vetoed by Governor 
Weld and the legislature has not yet 
acted on the veto which would likely 
be sustained in the Senate. There 
may well be enough votes next year 
to override a veto. 

A Yes vote is against the amend¬ 
ment allowing increases up to 5 
percent. A No vote is for allowing 
increases up to 5 percent. 

Casey voted no.

from a letter sent to the School Com¬ 
mittee from the presidents of the five 
parent’s associations, said the situa¬ 
tion regarding the monitors was 
dangerous and unacceptable." Mur¬ 
phy said that at Lincoln, which is 
situated between two busy streets, 
385 children are watched by two 
supervisors before school. 

Acting Superintendent Robert 
Fitzgerald and School Committee 
Chairman Mark Lombardi both said 
they were in favor of allocating the 
money. Lombardi said, in spite ofthe 
fiscal problems, it would be “money 
well spent." 

Member James Evans said that 
although he recognizes the impor¬ 
tance of the expense, the committee 
does not have the money available. “I 
don't know where we’re going to get 
the money to cover what we have 
already allocated, much less any 
additions," said Evans. 

Fitzgerald said that if all their 
accounts were fully spent, the School

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at the end ofthe year. Fitzgerald said 
that $2,500 for bus monitors has been 
budgeted but not used and could be 
used for the before-school monitors 
without increasing the $32,000 
shortage. 

Evans, however, said he estimates 
the budget as being short $80,000. 
Member Jerilyn Heinold pointed out 
that the cost for hiring a new superin¬ 
tendent, for one, has not yet been fac¬ 
tored in to the shortfall. “We've 
haven’t discussed that budget at this 
table ... When are we going to do 
that?" said Heinold. 

Another added expense is $45,000 
for a litigation settlement on a spe¬ 
cial education suit. Lombardi said he 
will discuss paying the settlement 
from the town’s reserve fimd with the 
Finance Committee. However 
Finance Committee member Robert 
Beatti, who attended the meeting, 
said other sources, such as the settle¬ 
ment in the Charles George lawsuit, 
also need the money. “We have no 
way of meeting your overrun,” said 
Beatti. 

Lombardi said before-school moni¬ 
tors are too high a priority not to 
fund, no matter what the budget 
numbers are. "I would rather be 
$2,500 over at the end of the year and 
have to explain that to Town Meeting 
than to have to go through the year 
worrying about a significant safety 
issue such as this,” said Lombardi. 

Evans said because of the budget 
shortfall, he would not support the 
allocation. “We are already spending 
money that has not been allocated to 
us by the Town Meeting," said Evans. 

Heinold said she might support the 
funding if she were told from what 
budget item the money could be 
taken from. Heinold said there was 
no room for additional spending 
without corresponding cuts. “We’re 
already in a financial free-fall. We’re 
not even close to having a balanced 
budget,” said Heinold. 

Fitzgerald agreed with Heinold’s 
assumption that eventually some¬ 
thing was going to get underfunded. 
“Every other week we try to squeeze 
a little bit more and a little bit more. 
It's just not there. Something’s going 
to give," said Fitzgerald. 

The committee declined to take 
immediate action on the funding and 
decided to make the subject, which 
was not an offical agenda itme, an 
agenda item for the next meeting. “I 
apologize for making people wait two 
weeks. I just hope nothing happens 
in those two weeks,” said Lombardi.

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affordable housing sometimes 
requires immediate action, such as 
applying for or matching available 
grants, and Town Meeting docs not 
meet often enough to take those 
actions. "Over the last several weeks, 
we’ve done just those things,” noted 
Schmitt. 

Schmitt also added that the select¬ 
men solicited public comments 
before taking actions with the hous¬ 
ing fund. He said there were fificen 
public hearings for the Comprehen 
sive Housing Affordability Study, an 
action plan for providing affordable 
housing in Winchester. 

“The meetings ofthe selectmen on 
this have been highly public,” noted 
Housing Partnership Board member 
David Mortensen. "The Board of 
Selectmen loathed to take any action 
without having public comment." 

In addition to the Board of Select¬ 
men, the Housing Authority and the 
Council on Aging also unanimously 
opposed the article. The Finance 
Committee supported it by an 8-3 
vote. 

Even Town Moderator John Sulli 
van questioned the article, saying the 
housing fund is “not a fund that 
Town Meeting didn’t know 
about ... That money is in there 
because you and I put it there... It 
appears that everything has been 
very public.” When Dewald men¬ 
tioned that he might try to secure the 
entire $640,000, Sullivan 
responded,"You’d better get your¬ 


self an attorney.” 

The article was rejected by a voice 
vote by Town Meeting. 

Water articles lead to minor 
changes 

A committee to study the town’s 
water supply was passed by a voice 
vote. Town Meeting seemed to agree 
with the argument by the article’s 
sponsor, Swartz, that “Town Meeting 
forms committees all the time, why 
not?" However, Town Meeting was a 
little more stingy when it came to 
funding the committee. Swartz had 
asked the town to fund the committee 
for $5,000, hut Town Meeting 
rejected the funding article by a 
50-62 standing vote. 

Swartz’s article calls for a seven- 
member committee that would evalu¬ 
ate the town’s potable water treat¬ 
ment system. The committee would 
consist of three people selected by 
the Town Moderator, one by the 
Board of Health, one by the Board of 
Selectmen, and one by the Finance 
Committee. Town Manager W. Chad¬ 
wick Maurer has said that the new 
water treatment plant, to be estab¬ 
lished under federal mandate, will 
be the major topic of discussion at 
Spring Town Meeting. 

The committee, officially called 
the "Water System Review Commit¬ 
tee of the Town Meeting" was 
extended to 10 members by an 
amendment put forth by Town Meet¬ 
ing member Barbara Joslin and 
approved by a voice vote by Town 
Meeting. The committee will also 


consist of a Planning Board member, 
Conservation Commission member, 
and a Capital Planning Committee 
member. 

Article 5 would have discontinue 
the operation ofthe North Reservoir 
disinfection station until the chlor¬ 
ine contact time could be increased 
to 30 minutes. Swartz said the article 
was about “being sure that our water 
will not make some townspeople 
sick." 

Joslin put forth another amend¬ 
ment, adopted by Town Meeting by 
voice vote, which substituted the 
article with one that called for the 
selectmen to study the disinfection 
station situation instead of shutting 
it down. 

After a lengthy discussion on chlor 
ine contact time, giardia, and pH 
levels, a Town Meeting member 
pointed out that many members 
didn't fully understand the situation, 
and for that reason, should be hesit 
ant to support an article of which 
they don’t fully understand the 
implications. Joslin added,"I’ve 
been waiting for an honest man, or 
woman, to say, T don’t know what this 
is all about.’” She then proposed her 
amendment that asks the selectmen, 
as the town's Water Commissioners, 
to reconsider operation ofthe disin¬ 
fection station and hold a public 
hearing on the subject. 

Article 6 would have raised the pH 
level at the disinfection station at the 
South Rcsevoir. The cost would have 
been $30,000. After an assurance 
from Schmitt that selectmen would 
also study this station, Town Meeting 
indefinitely postponed the article by 
a voice vote.

Entcrthe mother, Ann. Played with 
style, wit and empathy by Renee Mill¬ 
er, Ann accepts her first martini of 
the evening and temporarily defuses 
the mounting, albeit muffled, rage 
between the two men. Announcing 
that their new kitchen help means 
“dinner is on a wing and a prayer,” 
she goes on to remind John that the 
cocktail hour is still “sacred” in their 
home and “helps people to unwind.” 

There’s lots of unwinding to do. 

John’s sister, Nina, arrives with 
Portia on her mind. Portia repre¬ 
sents a passion of Nina’s which com¬ 
es to figure prominently in the even¬ 
ing’s revelations and changes in 
direction. 

White wine in hand, Nina quickly 
becomes upset that her role in John’s 


play is minor. With a candor and 
astuteness that mark her character 
throughout the play, she paints for 
her family a picture of her life that is 
not quite in sync with the role any of 
them gives her. Each character, in 
turn, reveals a similarly hidden and 
unacknowledged self. 

Even the absent brother, Jigger 
(yes, “Jigger"), has revelations to 
make. Telephone conversations with 
the happy, piano-playing son and 
sibling, are pivotal to the changes the 
family faces before dinner is finally 
served. 

Meanwhile, John’s play is a matter 
of grave concern for all. It becomes 
intertwined with the role of Brad¬ 
ley’s money in the lives of his child¬ 
ren. And money turns out to be as rife 
with ambivalence as any character in 
the play. 

Ann pleads with John to write a 
book instead of a play, because he 
can tell the truth “quietly” in a book. 


It is later learned that Ann’s sugges¬ 
tion has as much to do with her own 
repressed history as it does with dis¬ 
couraging John from staging his 
interpretation of their family life. 

The play ends on a well-earned 
optimistic note. The tension of the 
first scene comes full-circle with 
plenty of sympathetic laughs, but 
nary a gratuitous note. Actors Miles 
Cares as Bradley, Larry Peterson as 
John, Carolyn Hickok as Nina and 
Miller as Ann are well-cast. Director 
B.J. Williams and producer Dirck 
Stryker seem to have stepped inside 
a Winchester living room and 
recreated any number of cocktail 
hours in one warm and charming 
production.

tionship was terminated. 

Welch noted precise records can 
trace the path of the 200,000 cubic 
yards that Winchester had hauled 
away by the George company. In bat¬ 


tling the suit Welch said a variety of 
defenses were used. “The next two 
years (from 1989) our defense was 
that municipal trash was not hazard¬ 
ous. ... We lost that defense in the 
summer of 1991. The case then began 
to turn on how much are we liable," 
explained Welch. 


The board began to fight in earnest 
on the political front, according to 
Welch. And the limitations on the 
town’s liability were arrived at in 
October 1991 with the help of Sen. 
John Kerry. At that time Winchester 
had pulled out ofthe group of munic¬ 
ipalities and made a separate offer to 
the government. 

That action, although it caused 
chaos in 1991, triggered legislative 
involvement in the form of the four 
percent rule. Kerry worked on 
encouraging legislative limits on 
municipal liability in Superfund 
clean-up projects to four percent of 
the total cost ofthe cleanup, accord¬ 
ing to Welch. 

Selectman Peter VanAken asked 
what would happen if Winchester 
refused to go along with the latest 
agreement. 

"We'd be back in court and we’d 
have exposure to all the people who 
did settle for contributions,” said 
Welch. When VanAKen asked if 
there was any way of lowering the 
assessment, Welch replied. “We do 
know that we had 200,000 cubic yards 
up there ... 1 see no probability of a 
lower settlement.” 

According to Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer, the payments will 
be deducted from the state funds 
paid to the town on a quarterly basis.

It is then that we read quotes like 
“neither team deserved to lose,” and 
"no one said life is fair.” It is then 
that a coach swallows his or her 
pride and says something like “it was 
a great game between two great 
teams.

Winchester has grown to national 
prominence. Since the fabulous 24-0 
season in 1990, when Winchester fin¬ 
ished the season as state champs and 
the top team in the nation, according 
to USA Today, the Sachemettes have 
constantly been ranked as one of the 
top 25 high school teams in the coun¬ 
try. Losing in the quarterfinals of the 
North Sectional tournament is a 
tough pill to swallow. 

But the way they lost makes it that 
much tougher. It was as if a higher 
power was working against Winches¬ 
ter on this day. Shots which game 
after game were finding the net were 
instead hitting the post or clanging 
off the crossbar. Winchester’s potent 
offense, which had scored 90 goals as 
the team completed a 16-0-2 regular 
season and beat Peabody, 2-0 in the 
first round of the tourney, couldn’t 
score once against North Andover. It 
wasn’t for lack of opportunity; 
rather, it was just pure, dumb luck. 

The whole thing could be summed 
up with the description of one play. 
With 17 minutes lefi in regulation, 
North Andover goalie Shelagh 
O’Hagen robbed Winchester’s Liz 
Kelley on a breakaway, sliding to 
knock away a sure goal. But the ball 
ricocheted to Julie Russo, who 
ripped off a left-footed shot which hit 
the crossbar, bounced off O’Hagen’s 
back, and rolled along the chalk of 
the goal line before being cleared by 
the Scarlet Knights. 

Winchester took 25 shots this day. 
O’Hagen made 15 saves and was 
helped by the crossbar (three times) 
and the posts (once each). O’Hagen 
then stopped two of three in the 
shootout. North Andover managed 
just four shots on Sachemette keeper 
Jenn Russo during the 11-on-ll 
phase of play. 

One fan mentioned how Winches¬ 
ter might have to repair a dent in the 
post after Kelley ripped a shot off it 
from 20 yards out during the first 
half. Jenna DeSimone had a chance 
to be the hero with five minutes lefi, 
but her blast from 25 yards out was 
tipped wide by the diving O’Hagen. 

Freshman Krissy Nowell set up 
another great scoring bid with 30 sec¬ 
onds lefi in the first sudden death¬ 


overtime. Her chip to the middle 
found Kelley, whose header had 
plenty of steam, but clanged off the 
crossbar. 

So, as it was last year, when 
Winchester fell to Framingham in 
the North Sectional final under the 
exact same circumstances, a team 
game played by 11 players came 
down to a one-on-one shootout. Per¬ 
haps the biggest shame is that three 
of Winchester’s best players on this 
day, and indeed throughout the sea¬ 
son, may most remember their 
momentary failure. 

Goalkeeper Jenn Russo, who many 
claim is the best goalie in Eastern 
Mass, gave up goals to the first two 
North Andover players. But hopeful¬ 
ly, no one will forget the incredible 
save she made to give Winchester 
one last chance, when she robbed 
North Andover’s third-leading scor¬ 
er, Kara Allen, with a fantastic 
sprawling save. 

Sweeper Catherine Doherty made 
a great move to deke O'Hagen out of 
position in the shootout, but her shot 
rolled just wide of the goal. Hopeful¬ 
ly, people will remember Doherty as 
the finest player at her position in 
the Middlesex League. Hopefully, 
people will remember that, 
anchored by Doherty, the Sachemet¬ 
te defense yielded just nine goals in 
20 games. 

Trailing 2-1 in the shootout, senior 
winger Allyson Livada had the task of 
beating O'Hagen and prolonging the 
contest, but O’Hagen stopped her. 
Hopefully, people will remember 
Livada for her outstanding speed 
and skill on the wing, and her 
penchant for scoring the big goals. 

When the game was over, North 
Andover loaded up its bus and sped 
out of town. There was no time for 
post-game interviews with the win¬ 
ning team or its coach. The Scarlet 
Knights knew they had stolen one, 
and weren’t about to wait around for 
the police. 

Winchester didn't deserve to lose 
this game. This wasn’t a game where 
you could honestly say that the better 
team won It didn’t. This wasn’t a 
game where you could say that neith¬ 
er team deserved to lose. One did, 
one didn’t. Case closed.

The standard Probe has a new 2.0-liter four- 
cylinder engine with twin overhead camshafts, 
four valves per cylinder and an aluminum head. 

It produces 115 horsepower at 5500 rpm and 124 
foot-pounds of torque at 3500 rpm. It can be 
teamed with a five-speed manual transaxle or an 
optional four-speed automatic. 

The 1993 Probe has a more aggressive 
stance than the previous model, a result 
of increasing the tire tread width more than two 
inches and lengthening the wheelbase almost 
four inches. Lowering the cowl (base of 
windshield) height almost three inches and 
pulling it forward almost four inches has 
produced the sleekly assertive “cab- 
forward" look.

Saturn of Boston Corporation has 
donated a 1992 SL2 vehicle to the 
General Motors Automotive Service 
Educational Program (ASEP) at 
Mass Bay Community College and 
Minuteman Regional Vocational 
Technical School. 

The car is one of a mixture of GM 
vehicles students in the ASEP 
program work on. Saturn donated 
the vehicle so that students would 
be able to work on a new car with 
all the modern technologies in 
order to prepare them for their field 
work. By the time students have 
finished working on the vehicle, it 
will have gone through almost 
every conceivable problem a car 
can have and be repaired to perfect 
working order. 

According to Steve Sullivan, 
director of the program, the Saturn 


will be used in classroom exercises 
to demonstrate everything from 
basic repairs, such as a front-end 
alignment, to more extensive 
problem solving, which includes 
fixing transmissions and fuel 
injection systems. 

“The Saturn was shipped up from 
Tennessee and is slightly damaged. 
Instead of fixing it, the company 


decided to give it to the regional 
school," said Walter Boviak, 
general manager of Saturn of 
Natick. 

ASEP is a two-year cooperative 
program that allows students to 
learn how to repairs cars while 
working toward their associates 
degree. Students spend 12 weeks in 
the classroom studying the basics - 


reading, writing and arithmetic - 
followed by 12 weeks in the field 
working at various shops and 
dealerships, learning from 
professionals. 

The ASEP program at Mass Bay 
and Minuteman Tech is one of 52 
programs like it in the country. GM 
has set up the program to enable 
students to learn about its products, 


teacn them how to fix cars, 
problem solve and increase their 
earning potential when they reach 
the job market. 

“The program provides students 
with a structured learning process. 
When the students receive their 
associate degrees, they also get GM 
course credit," said Sullivan. 

Of the students who complete the 
program, approximately 90 percent 
tire placed in dealerships and others 
go on to engineering school where 
they use the credits earned in the 
ASEP program to complete 
bachelor degrees. 

“There are a lot of people working 
in the field who arc giving back to 
the state," Sullivan said. 

Auto dealers involved in the 
program set students up with 
technicians who teach them one-on- 
one how to work and repair the 
vehicles. By having the cars in the 
classroom, the students are one 
step ahead. 

“The dealers arc very supportive 
of the program," said Sullivan. 

“The program is excellent. (The 
students) work in the shop and do a 
fine job,” said Boviak.

The 1993 Suzuki Sidekick JLX 
is a four-door sport utility vehicle 
designed to attract the thrifty 
buyer.

That’s the good news. The 
down side is the jerky ride. For 
some, however, bouncing up and 
down in the seat is part of the fun 
of driving the Sidekick. In fact, 
after a week of jostling, I became so 
used to the ride, I actually enjoyed 
it.

molding down the side. 

Chrome wheels add sparkle to the 
overall appearance, and the spare 
tire on the rear door gives it a 
rugged look. The tires are hefty 15- 
inch Bridgestone Dessert Dullcrs. 

The JLX (and the JX) are four- 
wheel drive models, giving the 
Sidekick more versatility. It is easy 
to slip into 4WD with the lever next 
to the manual transmission shifter. 


For those with no desire to leave a 
paved surface, a two-wheel drive JS 
model is available. It sells for 
$11,899. The JX is $12,999, and the 
JLX costs $14,199 — with loads of 
equipment included as standard. 
The only options for the top-of-the- 
line model are the air conditioner 
and the automatic transmission. 

What you get as standard 
equipment on the JLX is surprising. 


It has power mirrors, windows 
and door locks. Incidentally, 
with one turn of the key in .any 
door lock, all doors either lock 
or unlock. The JLX also comes 
with a decent sound system 
that includes a cassette player. 

The storage area is a bit 
skimpy, but the split backrests

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New Northstar engine will be heart of Cadillac’s future 


Cadillac has introduced its first 
all-new V8 engine in more than a 
decade, and so far, it appears it was 
worth the wait 

The Northstar, a 4.6-liter, 32-valve 
engine, was introduced last January 
on the 1993 Allante, Cadillac’s 
luxury two-seater. The car was the 
Official Pace Car for the 76th 
Indianapolis 5(X) in May. 

This fall, Cadillac expanded 
application of the Northstar to the 
Seville STS, the Eldorado Touring 
Coupe and the Eldorado Sport 
Coupe, a new model for the 1993 
model year. Seville and Eldorado 
models underwent a dramatic 
redesign for the 1992 model year. 
The addition of the Northstar 
complements the redesign. 

The most obvious advantage of 
the Northstar is the increased 
power over the previous V8 in 
Allante, Seville and Eldorado 
models. Horsepower on the Allante, 
Seville STS and Eldorado Touring 
Coupe has been increased to 295, a 
45-percent improvement, and 290 
pounds-foot of torque. The sport 
coupe is rated at 270 horsepower 
and 300 pounds-foot of torque. The 
car is tuned differently to give it a 
different feel; a more powerful 
launch feel. 

Cadillac claims the Northstar- 


cquipped models do 0-60 mph in 7.0 
seconds and enjoy a top speed of 
150 mph. In addition to increased 
power, Cadillac engineers set as 
objectives improved quality, 
reliability and durability for the 
engine as well ns smoothness and 
quiet operation. 

“The Northstar engine is the 
outgrowth of a nine-point system of 
technological performance 
criteria," says Cadillac Chief 
Engineer Robert Dorn. “At every 
development stage, we looked at 
mass, size and inertial issues, 
reliability, pleascability, value, 
precision, efficiency, flexibility, 
serviceability and, where 
necessary, the development of new 
technologies." 

The Northstar is the first multi- 
valve engine for Cadillac and first 
multi-valve V8 engine for a General 
Motors luxury sedan. Until now, 
General Motors primarily used 
multi-valve engines in smaller 
models. Multi-valve engines have 
been commonplace for several 
years in small displacement 
European and Japanese engines 
because the engines are popular in 
countries where fuel costs range 
upward from $2 a gallon. 

Multi-valve technology has 
increasingly gained acceptance 


even by once-rcluctant domestic 
manufacturers to improve engine 
efficiency and fuel economy. More 
valves per cylinder allow an engine 
to breathe easier at higher speeds. 
That means engines run more 
efficiently and fuel economy 
improves. 



Along with the Northstar engine, 
Cadillac engineers installed a 
variety of new and/or improved 
features as part of what they call 
“the Northstar system.” Cadillac 
has been granted or has applied for 
14 patents for innovations on the 
Northstar system. 

The most interesting feature — 
the first of its kind — is a “limp- 
home" mode that keeps the engine 
operating without engine coolant. 
The mixture of water and antifreeze 


circulated through the engine 
block is like the blood running 
through the arteries and veins of 
the human body. For most engines, 
losing all or even some of this 
lifeblood causes the engine to 
overheat, quit and possibly fail, 
requiring an overhaul or 
replacement. 

The limp-home mode on the 
Northstar reduces the chance of 
engine damage due to lost coolant. 
If the engine detects overheating, it 
converts to the limp-home mode. 
The engine operates on four 
cylinders then switches to the other 
four cylinders. The “idle” four 
cylinders pump air rather than 
firing, and the air cools the engine. 
The car can still reach speeds of 
approximately 50 mph, allowing the 
driver to get to a safe location to 
call for assistance. 

Another notable on the Northstar 
engine is its maintenance — or lack 
of — requirements. The engine 
requires no tune-up for the first 
100,000 miles; it requires only 
normal fluid and filter changes. 
Platinum-tipped spark plugs arc 
part of the reason. The other factor 
is no moving parts in the 
electronically-controlled ignition 
system. Adjustments to the fuel and 
spark delivery are made by the 


computer every time the ignition is 
turned on. On typical engines, 
manual adjustments to the timing 
must be made periodically as the 
engine ages. 

The Northstar engine is 
complemented by a new 
electronically-controlled four-speed 
automatic transmission, designed 
to handle the increased torque 
from the Northstar engine .and 
provide smooth shifting. A 
powerful computer management 
system keeps the engine and 
transmission in synch for smooth 
gear shifts. 

The Northstar system also 
includes a road sensing suspension 
that “reads" the road by measuring 
the wheel position and car body 
motion. It responds to changes 
instantly by adjusting the 
suspension dampening. 

The Northstar system also 
consists of speed sensitive steering. 
The system varies the amount of 
steering effort required by the 
driver depending on the vehicle’s 
speed. 

A second generation traction 
control is equipped on Northstar- 
powered models. The traction 
control applies brakes as well as 
cuts off engine cylinders during

SIDEKICK, From page 7 
additional storage room. If you're 
traveling with four adults, plus 
luggage, there may be two 
problems: storage and power. 

With four adults aboard, (my 
rear-seat passengers complained 
about the lack of leg room) I tried 
driving up a steep hill. The 95 
horsepower engine caused me to 
shift down as far as second gear. 
Under the hood is a 16-valve, four- 
cylinder, 1.6-liter engine. It’s claim 
to fame is fuel economy, not power;

Special education takes center stage 


This is tlw first part of a two-part 
series on special education in 
Winchester.

It is starting to become one of the 
hottest topics in town, but those 
involved say that the public knows 
little about the programs within the 
town's comprehensive special edu¬ 
cation system. 

Seventeen percent of Winchester's 
2,891 students participate in the 
school system's special education 
program, including occupational 
therapy, speech therapy, language 
classes, English as a second lan¬ 
guage, sensory integration, and 
numerous others. 

A look at the early education prog¬ 
ram, which deals with children 
between the ages of three and six, 
reveals the complexity of many 


aspects of special education. The 
early education program has approx¬ 
imately 90 special needs students 
separated into four programs. 

Project WIN (Winchester Interven¬ 
tion Network) consists exclusively ol 
children with severe special needs 
WIN is for children, ages five- and 
six-years-old. experiencing difficulty 
in a variety of areas, including 
speech, behavior, and motor coordi 
nation. It is a fUll-day program. 

The Winchester school system also 
has an integrated pre-school class ol 
special needs and typically develop 
ing children, ages three and four 
The integrated pre-school class con¬ 
sists of 49 percent special needs 
children and 51 percent typically 
developing children.

CHAS to take 
its first step

With the passage of a series of five 
separate motions by the Board of 
Selectmen, the Comprehensive 
Housing Affordability Strategy 
(CHAS) began the first leg of its five- 
year journey. 

Selectmen voted unanimously to 
support the plan, disseminate it to 
every town meeting member and a 
host of committees, as well as begin 
implementation ofa key aspect of the 
plan on Nov. 16. The vote came alter 
a series of revisions to the original 
plan were made following several 
public hearings. 

The CHAS was developed by the 
Winchester Housing Partnership 
Board (HPB) to document the hous¬ 
ing needs specific to the town Hous¬ 
ing plans became a requirement for 
federal grant monies in early 1990 
with the passage of the National 
Affordability Housing Act. The 
strategy focused on the housing prob¬ 
lems of the low-to-moderate income 
elderly, families and the mentally- 
challenged. 

Along with agreement on submis¬ 
sion of the plan to appropriate state 


and federal agencies, the selectmen 
agreed to send money from the 
Fletcher fund, a housing fund, to the 
Community Services Network in 
Stoneham. The network currently 
aids people in Winchester who are in 
imminent danger of becoming 
homeless. 

In addition, selectmen asked the 
HPB to continue their work on behalf 
of the town's mentally-challenged 
residents. Selectman Peter Van Aken 
said, "This is an area that has been 
identified as very critical and very 
high need in this town." 

The first stop for enactment of the 
plan over the next few months, 
according to Van Aken, will be to 
address the reuse of the Mystic 
School. A vote of the School Commit¬ 
tee on Nov. 10 put the school outside 
of its jurisdiction, thus opening the 
way for a study of its suitability for 
use as elderly congregate housing.

Committee may

The school administration will 
present the town manager with their 
Fiscal Year 1994 budget, which will 
include an approximately $1.5 mil¬ 
lion increase over this year's school 
budget. 

The School Department received a 
$13,255,410 budget in Fiscal Year 
1992 and will present a preliminary 
budget to Town Manager \V. Chad¬ 
wick Maurer for $14,710,316. This 
year’s budget was also supplemented 
with an unexpected $289,100 wind¬ 
fall from the state in August. 

In the first-draft budget, personnel 
services will receive $12,827,429, 
other expenses will get $475,376, and 
equipment will be funded for 
$68,963. 

School Committee Chairman Mark 
Lombardi said the committee 
intends to have its budget ready early 
this year to avoid some of the fiscal 
problems it ran into last year. 

Lombardi said at a joint budget 
committee meeting earlier this fall 
that if the town manager's bottom 
line for the schools, which is usually 
presented in February, is below what 


the school is looking for, the School 
Committee may have to begin to 
immediately hand out dismissal 
notices to staff. 

One reason for the increase in the 
school budget is the recently nego¬ 
tiated teachers’ contract. Teachers 
will receive a 4.5 percent raise in Fis¬ 
cal Year 1994, which will add 
$400,000 onto next year's school 
budget. While the teachers’ contract 
was settled, the administration still 
has to work out contracts with the 
principals, custodians, and 
secretaries. 

Acting Superintendent Robert 
Fitzgerald said he wanted to restore 
funding to several items that had 
been cut or reduced, including 
$10,000 for curriculum workshops, 
$54,000 for new textbooks, and 
$17,000 to purchase library books. 
Despite the increased funding, how¬ 
ever, the teacher-pupil ratio is 
expected to go up to a 21.1:1 next 
year. 

Fitzgerald said the numbers were 
only preliminary and would change 
over the next several months. He 
said the SI.2 million increase was 
“optimistic but realistic.”

Medicare 
or Medicaid? 

Joan Butler-West, executive 
director of Minuteman Home Care, 
in a monthly question and answer 
column poses the following question 
of interest to seniors: 

Q Can you please explain the dif¬ 
ference between Medicare and 
Medicaid? 

A. These programs are frequently 
confused. Medicare is a federal 
health insurance program for people 
65 years of age and over, and for dis¬ 
abled people of any age. Medicare 
has two parts: Part A, hospital insur¬ 
ance, helps pay for inpatient care al 
a hospital, limited nursing home 
care, home health services and hos¬ 
pice care. Part B, medical insurance, 
helps pay for doctor’s services and 
other outpatient services. Medicare 
benefits are primarily financed 
through Social Security payroll tax-

There are no income or asset eli 
gibility tests for Medicare. 

Medi caid is a federal-state health 
insurance program which pays for 
medical costs only for low-income 
elderly, blind ordisablcd Americans. 
To be eligible for Medicaid, members 
must meet income and asset limits 
which vary from state to state. Medi¬ 
caid pays for much broader long term 
care services, including nursing 
home care, home health care and 
other community services, such as 
medical equipment. Medicaid is the 
major government program that pays 
for nursing home care, not Medicare. 
Yet most elders who qualify for 
Medicaid are not enrolled in the 
program. 

Home care corporations and area 
agencies on aging have more infor¬ 
mation about Medicare and Medi¬ 
caid.

Winchester Hospital 
offers free medicine 
checkups for 
the elderly 

On Friday, Nov. 20. from 11:30 a m 
to 4 p.m., Winchester Hospital will 
provide older residents with a free 
personalized checkup of their meili 
cines. Known as a "Brown Bag" 
medicine review, this service will be 
held at the Winchester Hospital 
Family Medical Center at 500 Salem 
St. in Wilmington. 

'Older people are at greater risk 
for hospitalization from improper 
medicine use," says Gary Abrams, 
director of pharmacy at Winchester 
Hospital “Regular medicine check¬ 
ups can help older people stay inde¬ 
pendent and avoid mishaps." 

During the medicine checkups, 
hospital pharmacists and physicians 
will review each medicine and dis¬ 
cuss the older person's medicine¬ 
taking routine. The conversation is 
private and confidential; the phar¬ 
macist or physicians conducting the 
review may follow up with the 
patient's own doctor about serious 
concerns. 


“We look for problems that are 
easy to solve, but which can lead to 
severe consequences for a patient's 
health," notes Abrams. "For exam 
pie. some medicines should not he 
taken together, but patients may 
receive prescriptions from different 
doctors — who may be unaware of a 
patients other medicines About half 
of all medicines prescribed are 
taken incorrectly, sometimes 
because patients don't have com¬ 
plete instructions or don't under¬ 
stand why it is important to follow 
them exactly." 

Many older people and their fami¬ 
lies also appreciated the chance to 
get about 20 minutes of a health pro¬ 
fessional's undivided attention — 
free of charge. Participants can ask 
questions and get personalized tips 
on remembering their medicines, 
reducing or avoiding medicine side 
effects, and safe medicine storage. 

Interested older citizens and/or 
those who care for them should con¬ 
tact Winchester Hospital at 756-2111 
to make an appointment for the 
medicine review. Caregivers may 
come with the older patient. Parti¬ 
cipants should bring all medicines in 
the original containers to the 
checkup.

constructive settmg. Leading the dis¬ 
cussion will be an experienced facili¬ 
tator, Julian Sonn, who works with 
VISIONS Inc., an organization that 
specializes in multicultural work of 
all kinds. Sonn, who is a native of 
South Africa, has led discussions of 
this kind in community, educational, 
and corporate settings all over the 
country. 

While Winchester may appear to 
be a somewhat homogeneous com¬ 
munity, there is considerable diver¬ 
sity. Just talk to your neighbors about 
where they arc from, their ancestry, 
etc. and you’ll see that there are 
many differences — in background, 
in age, and in religion to name a few. 

“Every day presents opportunities 
to observe and respect differences," 
says Network member Kaye Nash. 
"Every time we choose to notice a 
difference we can also choose to go a 
step further, to understand ... As a 
result of recognizing and valuing our 
diversity, we also better understand 
what we have in common.” In writing 
a recent article, Nash adapted words 
from an address given at the Harvard 
Business School in 1988 by D. Wayne 
Calloway, then CEO of Pepsico Inc. 
Ho said, “People in a "town"... are 
like blades of a pair of shears, joined 
together so they cannot be separated. 
Often moving in opposite directions: 
just as often coming together. And 
when they do come together, they’re 
stronger than they ever were apart. 
They cut through everything that 
comes between them. Just like a pair 
of shears, it’s when people in a "town" 
come together ... when they work 
well together ... that the "town” 
becomes the strongest." 

Townspeople are encouraged to 
come together, to listen to one 
another, and to make plans to ensure 
that those who have been targets of 
discrimination in the past do not 
have that experience again. By com¬ 
ing together, we can all become 
stronger, and we can help our com¬ 
munity to be a happy place for all its 
residents.

Alter school program 
saves Hurnpty Damply 
(the Egg)

Multicultural books 
appeal to children 
of all colors 

Eleven years ago when Gail Willett 
went to look for books written about 
children of color for her young sons, 
she found none. 

"It made me feel invisible," says 
Willett, speaking to parents at the 
Lynch School Library on Nov. 4. “A 
few had been published, but they 
were bard to find.” 

Willett realized that she was look 
ing not just for her children but for 
herself. She longed for books that 
projected a positive image about her 
African-American identity, heritage, 
and culture. She wanted her sons to 
find positive role models in books 
that celebrated their black heritage. 

Willett also realized that not hav¬ 
ing access to multicultural books had 
negative consequences not just for 
children of color but for white child¬ 
ren as well. "Itgives the message that 
other people’s stories don't count,” 
she explained. 

Dismayed and frustrated, Willett 
took action. She began by starting a 
mail-order business out of her home, 
marketing books written by and 
about people of color. Then three 
years go, she opened Savanna Books 
at 858 Mass. Ave. in Central Square, 
Cambridge. The store, open from 11 
a.m. to 5:30 p.m., Tuesday through 
Saturday; and from 11 a.m. to 7 p.m., 
on Thursday, now carries more than 
2,500 titles. 

From time to time, Willett also 
does special programs to introduce 
multicultural literature to school 
children. She describes her initial 
fears about a two-week program she 
conducted in South Boston. Her anx¬ 
iety proved unfounded. To her sur¬ 
prise and delight, the children lis¬ 
tened raptly to the stories. Said one, 
"I’m meeting kids in these books I

don’t meet in my everyday life." 

When selecting books for her store, 
Willett looks for books with positive 
images and role models.

ous gesture of the town- obviously not 
to be repeated in the near future! 

The old 1873 Hunneman Steam 
Pumper, affectionately known as 
Mary Ann", kept in reverse since 
1914, was sold for $200 to James Fil- 
luel and Son of Manchester, N il.

drawn equipment at Winchester Fire 
Department. 

\s Mary Ann" faded into history , 
concerned Winchester housewives 
checked the pages of The Star for 
results of monthly testing of local 
milk samples wherein bacterial 
level, fat content and solids were 
revealed. In 1919 there were still 
eight dairy farms producing milk ol 
excellent quality in Winchester. 

Maurice Dineen- who was also 
Milk Inspector- trumpeted "Dr 
McCollum says that every adult 
should use not less than one quart ol 
milk per day because of the food val¬ 
ue and vitamins therein 
Memories of the late war were still 
vivid as a committee of 15 was 
appointed to investigate the advisa¬ 
bility of a War Memorial. 

Recommendations of an athletic/ 
recreational facility at the north end 
of Manchester Field came to naught, 
and despite the intense patriotism 
then motivating Winchester, itwasn’t 
until 1926 that a war memorial was 
realized- and at that, a substantial 
contribution from Lewis Parkhurst 
added to citizen gifts was needed to 
finish the job. 

The elegant memorial "Peace" 
and "Justice", designed by Herbert 
Adams, was dedicated with great 
panache on Oct 8, 1926 with confi¬ 
dence that the "Great War” had 
assured peace for generations to 
come.

Subsequent to solemn homage T 
its 18 wardead and the erection of an 
honor roll, surmounted by an 
impressive golden eagle. Winches¬ 
ter's surviving "doughboys" 
returned home 

In early 1919 a massive portal was 
built at the north end of The 
Common- “Winchester Welcomes 
Her Boys” emblazoned around its 
arch, and on an unbearably hot July 
fourth, Winchester pulled out all 
stops as surviving Civil War veterans 
presented engraved bronze medals, 
given by citizens of Winchester, to 
each man and woman who served his 
and her country 

Later as the Athenaeum Press 
Band mingled war songs with the 
popular One Steps ~..u Fox Trots of 
the day, the cruel strictures of war 
which hau !^ng 1 ^und Winch 1 ster 
began to loosen 

As if to signify the new prosperity, 
a building boom of sorts look place, 
and although new residences for 

1919 totalled only 16 units, Building 
Inspector Maurice Dineen toted up 
68 permits for garages. 

The loose-jointed flivvers and 
regal Packards increasingly raising 
the dust in Winchester streets 
became a financial bellwether of bet 
ter times 

By December, the Board of Select¬ 
men, perplexed at the increasing 
rate of traffic mishaps, approved a 
four page set of traffic regulations for 
the town.

"He's a fool that makes his Doctor 
his Heir," he also avers, with even 
darker implication about the motives 
of the Sawbones. 

“Three may keep a Secret if two ol 
them are dead," he observes tartly; 
and, "Onions can make even Heirs 
and Widows weep,” implying that 
minus potent veggies, widows and 
heirs are by nature a merry bunch 
indeed. 

He also displays a touch of the 
prim and humble; ("Search others 
for their virtues, thyself for thy vic¬ 
es", and "He that’s content hath 
enough; He that complains, too 
much ") But in general, we have in 
his writing a distillation of lessons 
learned the hard way, through years 
of living. He knows human weakness 
He knows that to everything there is

The fortunes 
we read in the cookies last week all 
concluded with an odd symbol, a 
little printed Happy Face at the end 
of each message, meant to convey — 
what'.' That we should Have a Nice 
Day? Or that this was all in fun and 
should be taken with a grain of salt? 

Back in the 1740s, Franklin offered 
no such mincing wink with his obser 
various, and so in the end ids still 
make the better medicine. Lie down 
with dogs, rise up with lleas, the hon¬ 
est philosopher says. You want 
dessert, 117 ordering the mousse; but 
don’t expect your truth to come 
sugarcoated.

An application for a license to 
sell liquor on Sundays raised 
some eyebrows at the Board of 
Selectmen’s meeting recently. 
Winchester Wine and Spirits 
applied for a license to open 
between 12 and 6 p.m. during the 
holiday season. Apparently the 
decision was not one that sever¬ 
al of the board members were 
comfortable making without 
public input. Selectman Gerard 
Polcari asked for a public hear¬ 
ing on the matter, since it did 
involve a change in policy. “Are 
we aware of our what other com¬ 
munities are doing on the same 
issue?" queried Selectman Ste¬ 
phen Powers. Both Powers and 
Selectman William O’Leary 
noted they would probably sup¬ 
port the petition regardless of 
the outcome of the hearing. 
O'Leary said turning the petition 
down would drive the business 
over the border to New 
Hampshire. 

Vinson Owen, under the gui¬ 
dance of Principal Guido Sabel- 
li, has just completed a year-long 
pilot program for the integrated 
learning computer system. The 
equipment had been donated by 
computer companies and stu¬ 
dents were able to transmit data 
by cable wires with the help of 
Continental Cable. The full 
potential of the integrated com¬ 
puter system will be realized 
when all five schools have the 
system and are able to transmit 
data from one school to another. 
That process will not happen in 
the near future, but since a pre¬ 
sentation at the Vinson Owen 
school earlier this fall, the 
School Committee has been 
determined to make this a part 
of the School Department’s 
future. The committee is consid¬ 
ering hiring a technical coordi¬ 
nator to assist in implementing 
the system. In the meantime, the 
School Department is looking to 
the Capital Planning Committee 
for a workstation for each 
elementary school that can be 
used with the cable loop.

Shannon supports 
funds for skating rink 

Sen. Charles Shannon 
(Medford/Somerville/Winchester) 
has joined with other legislators in 
the metropolitan district area in 
sponsoring vital legislation that 
would allow the MDC to retain the 
revenues that would be derived from 
ice skating rink rentals. 

Sen Shannon said, “This legisla¬ 
tion specifically states: the Metropo¬ 
litan District Commission shall 
retain and may expand revenues col¬ 
lected during its extended skating 
season, so called, an amount not to 
exceed five hundred thousand dol¬ 
lars accrued from the rental of ice 
time and from public skating fees 
charged at skating rinks operated by 
said commission for the purpose ol 
the general operation and mainte¬ 
nance of the rinks for this skating 
season, including the costs of 
personnel.” 

Sen Shannon said, “The MDC 
skating rinks play an invaluable role 
in the lives and recreational deve¬ 
lopment of our youth. For many 
youngsters, the ability to be able to 
participate in scholastic sports is sol¬ 
ely dependent upon the availability 
of our ice rinks. Our youngsters look 
forward to the opening of the ice 
rinks in October. We must provide 
the MDC with adequate funding in 
order for those rinks to become fully 
operational.” 

Sen. Shannon continued, "Once in 
a great while the political rhetoric is 
put aside and legislators come 
together to act in the best interests of 
all concerned. 

"This legislation is an expamplc of 
House and Senate cooperation at its 
very best. Our young people deserve 
to have their skating rinks available 


for them at the earliest possible date 

"For many youngsters, the MDC 
skating rinks and other recreational 
facilities represent the only alterna 
live to street gangs and associated 
gang violence. 

"1 believe that we must provide our 
young people with recreational facil 
ities that arc properly maintained 
and readily operational. Anything 
less is simply unacceptable.”

link the tax rate to how long an asset 
is held before it is sold and esta¬ 
blishes a range from 12 percent for 
an asset held for less than a year to 
no tax for one held for more than six 
years. Amendment supporters said 
this reduction will stimulate the eco¬ 
nomy, encourage individuals to 
invest in businesses and finally help 
the state shed its old anti-business 
and anti-job growth label. Some 
opponents said the cut will cost $138 
million over the long run and will 
benefit only a handful of people. 
Others said this is a graduated tax 


which is unconstitutional. (Both roll 
calls are listed. A "Yes” vote is for 
the capital gains tax reduction. A 
"No" vote is against it). 

1st Vote: 

Rep. Paul Casey voted no. 

2nd Vote: 

Casey voted no. 

INVESTMENT CREDIT (H 5317) - 

House 109-42, rejected an amend¬ 
ment providing for an additional 20 
percent tax credit for businesses. 
Amendment supporters said this 
will stimulate the economy by offer¬ 
ing an incentive for companies to 


buy new buildings, machinery and 
other equipment. Some opponents 
argued the amendment is compli¬ 
cated and should be the subject of a 
public hearing. Others said there are 
better versions of the same bill 
which will be considered in the near 
future. (A “Yes” vote is for the 20 
percent credit. A "No” vote is 
against it). 

Casey voted no. 

ENTERPRISE ZONES (H 5600) - 

House 109-40, rejected an amend¬ 
ment allowing for the creation and 
implementation of “enterprise 
zones.” Amendment supporters said 
this will create jobs in depressed 
urban areas by offering various tax 
incentives to attract private invest¬ 
ment. Opponents said this major 
program should be the subject of 
public hearings and noted the legis¬ 
lature is working on a better version 
of the legislation. (A “Yes” vote is for 


the “enterprise zone" amendment. A 
"No" vote is against it). 

Casey voted no. 

TAX INCENTIVE (H 5317) - House 
105-44, rejected an amendment giv¬ 
ing a tax credit to corporations 
which increase their payroll costs. 
The credits range from 5 percent for 
a payroll increase between 15 and 30 
percent to 90 percent for an increase 
of 100 percent or more. Amendment 
supporters said this will stimulate 
the economy and create jobs by 
reducing the cost of hiring new 
workers without lowering wages. 
Some opponents said the amend¬ 
ment contains too many loopholes 
and will do little for the economy. 
Others said the amendment should 
not be rushed through without a 
public hearing. (A “Yes” vote is for 
the tax credit. A “No” vote is against 
it). 

Casey voted no.

ing more money in the long run (if wo 
appeal),” Lombardi conceded. The 
committee has until Nov. 20 to 
appeal. 

The Finance Committee, which 
had to bail out the School Committee 
last year, is reluctant to make a com¬ 
mitment to tapping its reserve fund 
this year for the School Committee 
When asked by Lombardi for his 
advice, Vice-Chairman of the 
Finance Committee Robert Beattie, 
who was in attendance at the meet¬ 
ing, said other departments may 
draw heavily from the reserve fund, 
and he added, "I wouldn't presume 
to decide what you should do.” 

Lombardi responded that the 
School Committee was criticized by 
the Finance Committee and Board of 
Selectmen last year for the settle¬ 
ment of a sex discrimination suit, 
and he wanted to seek advice this 
time before the case was settled. 
"We’ve tried to communicate with 
the Finance Committee. We tried to 
get a meeting, and there’s no one at 
the other end of the phone ... I just 
hope when it’s three or four months 
down the road, and we trv to educate 
people as to what process we went 
hrough ... the Finance Committee 
sn’l jumping all over us again, saying 
You shouldn't have made that settle- 
nent,”' said Lombardi.

Reserves may be tapped 

School Committee members Jeri- 
yn lleinold and James Evans said 
hat the $45,000 settlement was just 
he beginning of the School Depart- 
nent's fiscal woes for this year's 
budget. Evans said the shortfall is 
"$80,000 easily." 

Evans said that the committee 
should begin "surgery on our expen¬ 
ditures" and added, “If we have to 
make some tough decisions, so be it." 
Evans said he went against the hir¬ 
ing of an aide at Lincoln school 
recently and that he “took a tre¬ 
mendous amount of heal in the 
community.” 

Evans also opposed the hotly 
debated before-school monitors for 
the elementary schools and three 
assistant coaches at the meeting. The 
committee had earlier in the year 
rejected the positions but were per¬ 
suaded to reconsider them when sev¬ 
eral parents questioned the deci¬ 
sion The motion to hire four 
monitors at a cost of $2,000 was 
rejected alter a 2-2 vote. Evans and 
Constance Makhoul opposed the 
motion; Lombardi and Heinold sup¬ 
ported it. Edward O’Connell was not 
at the meeting. 

Funding for assistant coaches for 
the wrestling team, the basketball 
team, and the hockey team were 
approved by 3-1 votes. Anthony For- 
tunati will coach wrestling, Herbert 
Lyon will coach basketball, and Gre¬ 
gory Winn will coach hockey. Fund¬ 
ing for the positions are $5,782. 

The School Committee declined to 
make a decision in open session on 
whether to accept the settlement in 
the litigation case and pay the 
$45,000.

tunity the child has to compete in 
second and third grades," said Frank 
Bianco, who has been directorofspe 
rial education and pupil services for 
17 years in the Winchester school 
system. 

Although there has been much dis 
mission by the school community of 
the unwillingness ofthe stale to step 
up to the plate, the early education 
program in Winchester is largely 
funded by state grants, according to 
Papoulias. She described it as: “A 
creative combination of funding 
sources, predominately state and 
federal monies with in-kind contri 
billions from the school system." 

Bianco said that the state funding 
is not eagerly distributed, and it is 
only retrieved after aggressive 
pursuit. 

"It is a model for other communi¬ 
ties,” said Frank of Winchester's ear 
ly education program. “We put a 
great deal of emphasis on early edu¬ 
cation. It is the program we're most 
proud of.” 

Almost every aspect of this prog¬ 
ram, like the entire special educa¬ 
tion program, is state or federally 
mandated. The criteria for deciding 
who will be in early education is 
another complex, regulated process. 
“Some people think it’s arbitrary 
selection, but it is a detailed, federal 
ly mandated, state-mandated prog¬ 
ram, said Papoulias. 


The children are first tested 
through an outreach program by the 
schools for three- and four-year-olds. 
It is the first step of many in a lengthy 
process for the children If a child is 
identified as possibly needing spe¬ 
cial education, he is then evaluated 
by the Chapter 706 (the state law on 
special education) evaluation team 

One example ofthe numerous ther¬ 
apies offered in the special educa¬ 
tion program is sensory integration 
therapy. The program works on the 
part ofthe child’s brain that controls 
motor skills — walking, talking, 
throwing. The mechanism, at first, 
looks like a playground with swings 
and ramps, but its goal is not to exer¬ 
cise the body but a portion of the 
mind that is underdeveloped. “My 
first impression was ‘What the hell is 
this,"' said Susan Fennelly, who has 
a son involved in the therapy. 

Fennelly says she has seen marked 
results from the program. "He is 
progressing significantly. We attri¬ 
bute it to sensory integration." said 
Fennelly. 

Fennelly says she believes that the 
citizens and even many school staff 
are not aware of programs like this. 
“The community is unaware of this. 
It’s right under their noses.” 

According to Fennelly the program 
is very rare. "We were shocked to 
find it in the school system here. It is 
a hidden gem at Lynch," said 
Fennelly.

Stumbling Raiders in giving spirit, Winchester takes advantage 


Sachems lose Szczepanski

football team, the seniors have 
already made their ofTcring. 

A mere month ago, the Sachems 
were struggling, having lost three 
straight and sporting a losing record 
at the midpoint of their 10-game 
season. 

Four impressive showings later, 
including Friday night’s 28-7 road 
victory over Watertown, the Win has 
been restored to Winchester. 

•'Alter the third loss, all the varsity 
and seniors just got together and 
talked about what we wanted to do 
differently in the second half of the 
season,” Winchester coach John 
Donohue explained. “The seniors 
started to give their gill to the juniors 
by showing them how to play well and 
turn things around. We talked about 
the fact that this type of attitude can 
spread and everybody can pick up on 
it Now we’re not taking any oppo¬ 
nent lightly, regardless of their 
record, and we saw that Friday 
night " 

After disposing of winless Water- 
town, the Sachems improved to 6-3 
and can cap their season with five 
straight victories as they look toward 
a Thanksgiving Day showdown with 
Woburn. 

"They have a nice ballclub," 
Watertown coach John Harbati said 


of Winchester. "They’re not a power¬ 
house, but they’re strong, as they've 
proven." 

Seniors Josh Carroll and John Rau¬ 
seo led the Winchester effort Friday, 
keying three first-quarter touch 
downs as Winchester put the game 


away early. 

Carroll, a halfback, finished with 
six carries for 28 yards and three 
touchdowns. He also ran for a two- 
point conversion. 

Rauseo, Winchester’s reliable 
quarterback, continued to run the 


option to perfection, collecting 32 
yards and a touchdown on nine 
attempts. He threw just two passes 
and completed them both, for 36 
yards. 

Winchester also benefited from 
the big plays, scoring its first TD on a 
fourth-and-3 (a Rauseo 3-yard run), 
recovering a fumble on the ensuing 
kickoff to set up the second score (a 
Carroll 2-yard run), and getting an 
interception and 47-yard return by 
junior defensive back Greg Carroll 
(Josh’s brother) to create the third 
TD (a Josh Carroll 6-yard run). 

"We’ve got a lucky rabbit’s loot or 
something,” Donohue said. "The 
breaks have been coming our way.” 

Not all the breaks were good, how¬ 
ever Senior tri-captain Mike Szcze¬ 
panski. the Sachems' workhorse full¬ 
back, suffered a ruptured patella 
tendon and fractured his kneecap 
early in llie game. 

'It’s too bad about Mike,” Donohue 
said. "We re going to miss him for a 
lot of reasons — not just football, but 
lie's a great person as well. Now the 
other guys, especially (senior Rob) 
Celiberti and (junior Andy) Rerenick, 
will have to step it up.” 

Before he left, Szczepanski man¬ 
aged to accumulate enough yards (50) 
to finish as the game’s leading 
rusher. 

After Carroll and Rauseo, Rere¬ 
nick was next on the statistical list 
with three carries for 22 yards. 
Celiberti added two carries for 7 
yards. 

Junior Vache Tutunjian led the 
Raiders with seven carries for 44 
yards and senior flanker Scan Fitz¬ 
gerald picked up 36 yards on three 
attempts.

Winchester suffered a big loss 
in the midst of its victory Friday 
night in Watertown when senior 
tri-captain Mike Szczepanski, the 
team’s starling fullback, suffered 
a ruptured patella tendon and 
fractured his kneecap early in the 
game. 

Szczepanski carried the ball on 
the first three plays from scrim¬ 
mage. On the third play, he broke 
free for 44 yards to the Watertown

For Winchester High 
School linemen Jon 
Arsenault and Brian Bernazzani, all 
that matters is the success of the 
team. 

Arsenault and Bernazzani are 
seniors on Winchester's 6-3 football 
squad. When the team, a perennial 
contender for the Middlesex League 
championship, got off to a 2-3 start in 
Hie 1002 campaign, Arsenault and 
Bernazzani were two of the team 
members most responsible for right¬ 
ing Hie Sachems’ listing ship. 

Since dropping its third straight 
game, a 28-14 loss at Lexington on 
Oct 17, Winchester has ripped off 
four straight wins. 

Although their names rarely 
appear in the game stories, the two 
linemen have been keys to the 
Winchester turnaround. 

Arsenault, a 5-foot-l 1-inch, 
220-pounder, is the left defensive 
tackle in coach John Donohue's 
defensive alignment. As a first-year 
starter, Arsenault has led a defense 
which has limited its opponents to 


just -13 points during the four-game 
win streak, alter having yielded KM 
over the first five. His position is one 
of the most important to the success 
of the Sachem D. 

"For our defense to work," said 
Donohue, "our linebackers have to 
lie able to move freely." Much of the 
run defense, therefore, falls on the 
broad shoulders of the Sachems' 
emotional leader. 

"After our Slump, he was one of the 
seniors who took charge and picked 
up the team in practice every day,” 
Donohue said. "He’s always the one 
saying ‘come on seniors, come on 
defense, keep working.’" 

In Winchester’s wishbone offense, 
most of the headlines go to the quar¬ 
terbacks and running backs, who roll 
up impressive yardage.

QUESTION: In your last column 
you said something about paying for 
the actual cost of recycling. Isn’t 
recycling free? 

ANSWER: Unfortunately, some of 
the best things in life, such as recy¬ 
cling, are not free. Time is money 
and recycling takes time; that extra 
step in the kitchen to separate trash 
from recyclablcs, extra storage con¬ 
tainers and space; an extra stop at 
the transfer station; labor to police 
and separate contamination from the 
recyclablcs; and a special trip that 
the town makes with full loads of 
recyclables to market and back. 

Recycling is a service in Winches¬ 
ter that depends on both the town 
and its citizens. We have what is 
known as a “drop-olT system of recy¬ 
cling The true costs of the system 
depend very much on how well we all 
do our jobs. If we smartly organize 
our recycling operations from kitch¬ 
en and pantry all the way up to the 
layout of the transfer station we can 
minimize our labor. A sloppy or mis¬ 
informed rccyclercan ruin an entire 
load of materials. The rejected load 
becomes trash not cash. 

According to Franklin Associates 
(June, 1990), the value of one house¬ 
hold's recyclables (333 lb. newspap¬ 
er, 23 lb. aluminum, 368 lb. glass, 93 
lb. steel cans, and 29 lb. plastic bot¬ 
tles for four persons generating 4 lbs. 
total waste per person per day) 
amountsto$11.80peryear. Our latest 
census shows about 21,000 persons in 
Winchester. 

Compare this to the cost of roll-off 
containers (6 cubic yard) of $3,000 to 
$4,000 each and roll-off trucks at 
$50,000 to $65,000 each which the 
town must provide for the drop-off 
facility. Storage trailers on site can 
run $4,000 to $6,000 per used 45 ft. 
lengths on $10,15,000 for anew 
48-foot length trailer. A shell build¬ 
ing with concrete slab would run $15 
to $20 per square foot. Precast modu¬ 
lar containment bids run $200 to $300 
per section. A heavy duty baler for 
paper or plastics could run $150,000 
to $200,000 while a tub grinder for 
compost may cost $100,000. A small 
forklift to lift the bales would cost 
$15,000 to $25,000. 

Add to this the cost of mainte¬ 
nance, labor and fuel for transport¬ 
ing the recyclables to market, that is 
if there is one. As you can see, recy¬ 
cling is subsidized by the town and is 
definitely not free.

tentatively call it the “Swap Shop” 
and hope that the lateral recycling 
function which was discussed in my 
last column is now fulfilled. The 
"Swap Shop" is a free put-and-take 
recycling area where users of the 
transfer station may drop off useable 
items which they no longer have a 
need for. We will pull out items 
which appear to have no demand 
after several months, but will make 
an effort to have service organiza¬ 
tions distribute what has been col¬ 
lected. Any transfer station user/ 
operator is entitled to take any item 
from the swap shop at any time 
regardless of whether or not a dona¬ 
tion has been made. 

We anticipate that a lot of bicycles 
and children’s equipment or toys 
which still have some useftrl life will 
be collected. Transfer station users 
who have traditionally put such 
items on the scrap metal pile are 
encouraged to drop off at the swap 
shop which is located on the right 


hand side at the old Continental 
Cable building just before arriving at 
the belt. The Salvation Army boxes 
will also be moved over to this area 
and the Waste Study Committee will 
transfer second hand child care 
equipment to the boxes. We will also 
be contacting a charity organization 
in Concord which ships used bicycles 
to South America. In the spring and 
in the fall we will be donating the 
swap shop collection to the local 
rummage sales. Books will be given 
to the Friends of the Winchester 
Library when a sufficient number 
have been collected. 

We ask that textiles, i.c. clothing, 
shoes, bedding, and stufTed furniture 
be donated directly to charities such 
as the Goodwill Industries, Salvation 
Army, or your local religious group 
rummage sale. This is to prevent mil¬ 
dew and odors from developing in 
the swap shop. 

Weatherable items such as lawn 


furniture and bicycles may be 
dropped off in the fenced in yard 
area at any time during the week. If 
transfer station users arc consider¬ 
ing the donation of an item which 
needs protection from the weather, 
such as sports equipment, health 
care, kitchen ware, electronics, tools, 
books, magazines, etc., the item 
should be dropped off on Saturday 
when the swap shop will be open. 

The swap shop will also serve as a 
"Recycling Education Facility 
(REF)” with much of the wall space 
inside the concrete building devoted 
to the posting of recycling news and 
business cards. We are grateful to the 
Winchester Department of Public 
Works for upgrading this space and 
providing lighting so that even on a 
dark and rainy day the treasure hun¬ 
ters in this town can check out the 
goods which up until now may have 
wound up as part of our solid waste 
problem.

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Car conveniences reflected in rearview mirror technology 


Rearview mirrors that 
automatically dim are changing 
from mere convenience gimmicks 
to important comfort and safety 
devices. 

Motorized rearview mirrors have 
been around since Centex Corp. 
introduced them in 1983. They 
automatically flip down a darkened 
mirror when struck by headlights 
from a following vehicle. 

Now the 
breakthrough is 
an exterior mirror 
— the driver’s 
side outside 
passing mirror. 

Those mirrors were noisy and 
hard to set precisely. “But they 
taught us it would be neat to get a 
mirror that would adjust more 
completely," says Kenneth 
LaGrand, executive vice president 
of Centex, based in Michigan. 

Using light sensors, electrical 
current and chemical reactions, a 
Centex mirror operates with a 
“reflectivity" or darkness setting 
ranging from bouncing back only 6 
percent of the light hitting for 


nighttime headlights to 75 percent 
for regular day use. 

“We feel it’s really a safety 
feature," LaGrand says. “If we can 
protect the driver from glare, it 
removes distractions. As we age, 
our eyes change dramatically An 
older person’s eyes make them 
more susceptible to glare. I\ipils 
are slower to close and people are 
blinded for longer periods of time," 
he says. 

As new technology, the mirrors fit 
right in with luxury cars whose 
owners skew older and more light 
sensitive. So the first mirrors went 
on 1988 Lincoln Continentals. 
People liked them. Cadillac started 
using the mirrors a year later. 

Now the breakthrough is an 
exterior mirror — the driver’s side 
outside passing mirror. The Lincoln 
Continental will get both inside and 
outside mirrors, and the Lincoln 
Town car, Lincoln Mark VII, 
Mercury Cougar and Ford 
Thunderbird will have the Night 
Vision Safety mirrors only in the 
interior. 

At General Motors Corp. the 
inside-outside systems go on the 
Cadillac Fleetwood and DcVillc, the 
Oldsmobile 98 Touring Sedan and 
Regency, and the Buick Park 
Avenue. The Cadillac Brougham, 
Seville and Eldorado, Oldsmobile 


Toronado and 88 and the Buick 
Riviera will feature them only on 
the inside. 

Chrysler Corp. uses the interior 
only on the Chrysler Imperial, Fifth 
Avenue and Dodge Dynasty. 

The interior system goes on 
BMW 735, 750, 850 and 5-Scrics, as 
well as Mercedes-Benz S class and 
300 scries. 



For the first time, the interior 
mirrors will be on a truck, albeit 
the Ford Aerostar minivan is 
technically considered a truck. 

LaGrand would like to sec his 
mirror technology transferred to 
items like sunroofs and other 
windows, but the technology isn’t 
there ycL He’d also like to see the 
mirrors offered as regular after- 
market kits sold through 
neighborhood store. But for now, 
the mirrors are available only on 


new cars or from car dealers who 
install them on an after-market 
basis. 

LaGrand believes sunroofs may 
come a little faster than getting 
dimming exterior mirrors. He says, 
“I've been trying to do those 
exterior mirrors for 25 years. There 
always was the manual day/night 
mirror for the inside, but nothing 
for the outside — it had a fixed 
reflectivity setting of 55 percent. 
That wasn’t bright enough on a 
dark day and it wasn’t dark enough 
for bright halogen headlights at 
night." 

The side mirror works as a slave 
unit from the main rearview mirror 
which has two sensors. One looks 
rearward with a fast trigger for 
changes. It's tilted a little to, in 
effect, look over the driver’s 
shoulder. The sensor has a time 
delay so it isn't fooled by a car’s 
headlights passing through the 
“blind" rear vision spot. 

A second sensor looks forward to 
read average light levels of the car. 
During daylight it tells the other, 
quicker sensor to turn off. It wakes 
up the rear sensor at dusk. 

The rear sensor is also told to 
operate more slowly on brightly lit 
city streets and more quickly on 
dark county roads. 

“We try to make the sensors 


correspond to the way the eye secs 
light," says LaGrand. 

The sensors take the light and 
electronically gauge the glare. 
Another circuit shoots electric 
current through the elcctrochromic 
mirror itself. The mirror cell 
consists of two layers of glass with 
a mirror coating on one. In between 
is a thin layer of gel. When 
electricity goes through the gel, it 
changes from being fully 
transparent to fully opaque. The 
amount of electricity passed 
through determines the 
transparency and the darkness. 

“It’s a little like photochromatic 
sunglasses that darken when 
exposed to sunlight. We get a 
bigger range and do it much faster. 
We can go fully dark in two seconds 
and fully light in six seconds,” 
LaGrand says. 

Unlike the sunglasses, the mirror 
materials don’t work well in 
daylight. But for sunroofs and 
windows, daylight operation is 
normal and there’s the problem, 
the executive says. “We need 
material with better ultra violet 
light stability. The ultra violet light 
destroys the elcctrochromic effect 
over time in sunroofs. It becomes 
discolored and then won’t darken. 
But Gentex is making good 
progress.

The 
new scats, designed with the aid of computers, 
have been contoured to be comfortable for a wide 
range of drivers, short or tall, male or female.

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Volvo 850 GLT 

Sporty sedan merges safety and excitement for today’s driving enthusiast 



Exciting is not a word people 
normally associate with Volvo, a car 
company best known for safety, 
durability and longevity. But, the 
new Volvo 850 GET, a front-wheel- 
drive, mid-size sedan designed with 
the driving enthusiast in mind, will 
likely change all that. 

Joseph L Nicolato, IVesidcnt and 
CEO of Volvo Cars of North 
America Inc., stated that the newest 
member of the V'olvo product line 
“will appeal to a group of people 
who would never have considered a 
Volvo previously." 

The unique drivetrain of the 850 
GET was developed to satisfy 
performance and safety objectives. 
To achieve the best interior space 
utilization while reducing exterior 
dimensions, front-wheel drive was 
chosen. Mounting the alloy engine 
transversely produced a desirable 
60/40 weight distribution, and 
allowed the engine to help 
distribute the energy from an offset 
frontal crash across the entire 
width of the firewall. 

To achieve the desired level of 
performance, Volvo developed a 5- 
cylindcr, 20-valve engine as a part 
of a modular light alloy engine 


1993 Volvo 850 GLT 

family which included inline 4, 5, 
and 6-cylindcr variants. The 
compact 5-cylinder powerplant 
produces 168 hp \ 6200 rpm. With 
the help of a variable inlet manifold, 
the engine has 90 percent of its 
maximum torque available from 
2000 to 6000 rpm. 

The transverse mounting of the 
engine posed other engineering 


challenges. The combination of the 
inline 5-cylinder engine and Volvo’s 
demand for a short turning circle 
left little room for a transmission. 
So, the engineers set out to develop 
an ultra-short 5-spced manual and a 
similarly short 4-speed automatic 
transmission.Thc manual trans¬ 
mission uses three main shafts 
instead of the traditional two. 


The 850 GLTs rear wheels are 
mounted on the ends of two long 
trailing arms which arc joined at 
their forward end by two parallel 
transverse arms. Over bumps, the 
wheels can work independently 
with virtually no changes in 
camber. The anchorages for the 
trailing arms are two large rubber 
bushings which allow controlled 


movement of the axle in response 
to cornering forces. This gives a 
very responsive driving feel and 
excellent stability under hard 
driving conditions. In medium and 
high-speed cornering, the effect is 
similar to four-wheel steering 
without the complexity. 

The 850 GET has been designed 
from its inception to incorporate 
Volvo’s patented Side Impact 
Protection System. This advanced 
design utilizes reinforced B-pillars, 
reinforced roof rails and doorsills, 
and tubes running through the 
front scat cushions to resist side 
impacts. When a side impact does 
occur, the crash forces are spread 
throughout the vehicle structure 
and passenger compartment 
intrusion is minimized. 

“The most distinctive aspect of 
the new 850 GET is the most 
difficult to describe on paper," 
according to Nicolato. “It’s the way 
the car drives! You don’t need to 
drive it very far to realize this is a 
truly exciting automobile. I believe 
it will appeal to many people who 
previously would never have 
considered a Volvo.”

LE sedan is true to Pontiac signature with ‘thoughtful’ features 



Pontiac designers arc a breed 
apart Although each model is 
different, every car is distinctly a 
Pontiac. The 1993 Grand Prix LE 
sedan is no exception. 



I’m unable to decipher the 
Pontiac signature or explain what 
it is. It may be the grooved 
cladding running down the side 
rocker panels, or the low front 
end, or the design of the 
headlamps, or the overall profile. 
Whatever, a Pontiac is easy to 
recognize. 

Although the Grand Prix has a 
few new features for 1993, this 
model has been around a few years 
and the Pontiac people are quick to 
brag of its past performance. Last 
year, for example, it had the highest 
rating in J.D. Power and Associates 
Initial Quality Survey. That means 
Grand Prix buyers had fewer 
problems compared to those buying 


other cars. 

Pontiac people tout the Grand 
Prix LE sedan for its competitive 
price advantage. The car I drove 
cost $17,943, including $3,000 in 
options. They also boast that the 
Grand Prix did not increase its 
price this year. 

The options include anti-lock 
brakes for an extra $450 — a 
worthwhile investment. On the 


other hand, I question the need to 
pay an extra $200 for a four-speed 
transmission. Most cars today 
include a four-speed transmission 
as standard equipment 

Another feature on some other 
cars in this price category is an 
airbag, which allows use of a more 
sensible scat belt. Fortunately, the 
Grand Prix has a passive three- 
point belt restraint that is fastened 


to the door, which is better 
than a motorized belt. 
Unfortunately, the strap 
rubbed my neck. 

The doors on the Grand Prix 
lock when the transmission is 
engaged — a thoughtful safety 
feature. However, instead of 
the doors unlocking when the 
transmission is disengaged, it

GRAND PRJX, From page 7 
requires using the power switch to 
unlock the door before touching 
the door handle. When I forgot, an 
attempted to open the door before 
unlocking it, frequently required 
unlocking, locking and unlocking 
before the door would open. 

End of barbs; let’s sing its praise. 
The engine is wonderful. It has a 
3.1-liter V-6 engine that makes 
driving both enjoyable and exciting. 
The response to a heavy foot is 
quick; I felt like I was driving a 
sports car, and the leather-wrapped 
steering wheel adds to that illusion.

Come to think of it, maybe the 
Pontiac’s signature has something 
to do with making thoughtful cars.

From Russia, with love

The town of Winchester feels 
several steps closer to Russia 
these days, thanks to nine Rus¬ 
sian students and their two 
teachers. 

The students were center stage 
during a concert held at the high 
school Nov. 22 and struck a chord 
in the hearts of a packed auditor¬ 
ium of Winchester residents. 
With more than 375 people in 
attendance, the Gala concert 
benefitted the Winchester High 
School Octets who will use the 
proceeds to finance a trip to Rus : 

According to 
Lynn Rahmeier, Winchester’s 
director of music, the students 
raised $3,000 from ticket sales 
alone. 

Joining the Russian students 
in their performance were the 
Girls and Boys Octets and the 
Winchester High School Chorus. 
The Russian students are from 
St. Petersburg School No. 213 
and are staying with host fami¬ 
lies in Winchester. They have 
been touring Winchester and the 
Boston area for two weeks and 
delighted the audience with folk 


dances in their native costumes 
and a surprise rendition of "Yes¬ 
terday” in English. 

Although the students only had 
several weeks in which to pre¬ 
pare for the performance they 
wore their costumes and told 
Russian folk tales proudly. 

As part of a delightful after¬ 
noon of musical interludes the 
WHS chorus performed “Vniz Po 
Matushka Po Volge”, a tradition¬ 
al Russian folk song, and “Mno 
Gaja Lata” as well as enticed the 
audience to stand in the end and 
sing “America the Beautiful”. 

The concert went off without a 
hitch, thanks to months of prac¬ 
tice on the part of the Winchester 
students, according to Rah¬ 
meier. Rahmeier said she was 
pleased with the performance of 
the octets and the chorus, espe¬ 
cially in the light of the new 
members in the groups. 

The ice was broken immedi¬ 
ately when the Boys Octet took 
the stage and performed "Sher¬ 
ry”. Octet Dennis Phinney and 
the other performers added just 
the right amount of theatrics to 
draw the audience into the 
music. 


Clad in white shirts and bow 
ties with suspenders the Boys 
displayed a good range of vocal 
ability and charisma. After the 
octets completed “The Lion 
Sleeps Tonight,” the audience 
was alt theirs. The Girls came on 
in similar style and kept the pace 
of the evening strong with “The 
Shoop Shoop Song” and “Time 
in a Bottle". 

A special treat for the evening 
was added by the performance of 
world-renowned clarinetist 
Richard Stoltzman and his son, 
Peter, who played the piano.

NESWC deal 
could bring some 
financial relief

The Board of Selectmen voted to 
allow a NESWC refinancing, which 
will result in a new guarantor for the 
town's waste disposal contract. 

The 5-0 vote by the selectmen will 
result in Allied Signal being substi¬ 
tuted by Wheelabrator Technologies, 
Inc. as guarantor of performance 
under the NESWC Service 
Agreement. 

Under the NESWC (North East Sol¬ 
id Waste Committee) agreement, the 
town's disposable waste, along with 
23 other area communities is trans¬ 
ported to a North Andover waste-to- 
energy facility. According to Town 
Counsel Wade Welch, all the other 
communities have agreed to the 
refinancing. 

Welch said it remains to be seen 
how the refinancing will affect the 
town, but he said the result would be 
positive, 'flic town will look to lower 
its minimum annual tonnage with the 
new guarantor. Presently, the annual 
tonnage is 12,800 per year and the 
town does not haul that much trash. 
Welch the town is currently undergo¬ 


ing discussions to attempt to remedy 
the situation. 

The refinancing will mean lower 
interest payments on the new bonds 
for Wheelabrator, and the selectmen 
hope that means some financial 
relief for the communities. The origi¬ 
nal NESWC agreement was signed in 
1981 when bond rates where signific¬ 
antly higher than the rates arc in 
1992. 

"There’s a lot of money to be saved 
by all the communities," said Welch. 
"The selectmen are really up on 
this." 

The Refunding Bonds are 
expected to be issued in early to mid- 
December by Palmer & Dodge. 

The selectmen were required to 
take two voles on the matter. The 
first vote substituted Wheelabrator 
Technologies, Inc. for Allied-Signal, 
Inc. as the guarantor of the perfor¬ 
mance of Massachusetts Refusetech, 
Inc (MR1) under the Solid Waste Dis¬ 
posal .Agreement between the town 
and MR I. 

The second vote allowed the Chair¬ 
man of the Selectmen to execute and 
deliver a General Release of Allied- 
Signal from its obligations. 


Coming to grips 
with the need 
for special ed 


This is the second article in a scries 
on special education in Winchester.

zVs education demands rise faster 
than available revenue, special 
needs and regular education will 
have to come up with creative solu¬ 
tions to keep from being pitted 
against each other, says special edu¬ 
cation Director Frank Bianco. 

What is drawing the attention of 
the school community is the increas¬ 
ing size and cost of Winchester’s spe¬ 
cial education program. More than 
500 children in the Winchester 
school system participate in special 
education. Funding for special edu¬ 
cation for the 1991-1992 school year 
was $2,047,489 

Massachusetts has the most liberal 


special education laws in the coun¬ 
try, resulting in a large number of 
children involved in special educa¬ 
tion. The number of children in spe¬ 
cial education in Winchester, 17 per¬ 
cent, is about the state average. The 
average in the rest of the country is 
12 percent. 

z\ccording to Bianco, who has been 
the director of special education and 
pupil services for 17 years in 
Winchester, the state education law, 
Chapter 7G6, has guidelines so vague 
that almost every child could be con- 
sidered eligible for special 
education. 

State guidelines define children 
with special needs as anyone "unab¬ 
le to progress effectively in a school 
program.” Bianco notes that anyone 
can fit into this category. "Once you

The students put on a charming 
and professional performance of 
Christie’s three-act play at the high 
school auditorium on Nov. If) - 21. 
The acting was impressive, the set 
ling authentic, and the production 
seamless. Watching the high school 
students perform Christie’s story of 
an esteemed attorney, in the autumn 
of his career, attempt to prove the 
innocence of a young man accused of 
murdering an elderly benefactor was 
ii weekend night well-spent. 

Matt Ducharme, Ben Bloodwell, 
and Alison Swap deserve special 
accolades in the lead roles of Sir 
Wilfred Robarts, Leonard Vole, and 
his wife, Romaine, respectively. 

Ducharme played to perfection the 
part of the sagacious and peevish 
lawyer, who the audience senses is a 
bit bewildered facing the hardest 
case of his life. Ducharme was the 
anchor of the action from beginning 
to end. 

Bloodwell was perfectly cast as the 
seemingly simple yet pernicious hus¬ 
band and murderer. He surely con¬ 
vinced any audience member who 
had not seen Christie's play before of 
his innocence. 

Swap was superb as Leonard’s cool 


and odd wife, Romaine, who saves 
the day for Leonard, by testifying for 
the prosecution. Swap handled well 
the heavy German accent of 
Romaine, and she deserves special 
note for her dual role as the mysteri¬ 
ous woman with the cockney accent. 

Also deserving of recognition is 
David Griffin who was marvelous as 
Mr. Mayhcw, the accused’s solicitor, 
lie played the part of the able, if 
sometimes edgy, solicitor. He was 
excellent in the difficult task of play¬ 
ing second fiddle to Sir Robarts with¬ 
out becoming insignificant. 

The cast was a strong backbone to a 
solid play, from Greta, the typist, to 
Janet MacKen/.ie, the victim’s house¬ 
keeper, to Sergeant Randall.

While many suburban hospi¬ 
tals in the vicinity have had to shut 
their doors, the Winchester Hospital 
has continued to keep abreast of the 
times and meet the pace set by major 
teaching hospitals.

MRP health care system 

Recently, Steffi Roth, health care 
advocacy service area coordinator 
for the AARP (American Association 
of Retired Persons), presented a 
plan at the Jenks Senior Center for a 
health care system that provides 
health and long-term care coverage 
for all individuals. The cornerstone 
of the plan is MEDICARD, a single 
health insurance access card. The 
card will assure each user high qual¬ 
ity health coverage through strength¬ 
ened. improved and expanded Medi¬ 
care program. Long-term care 
coverage will be available to all 
individuals. 

According to Roth, America’s 
health care system is in deep trouble 
National spending on health care 
continues to soar, and it lias become 
a crisis that can no longer be ignored. 
The present spending is expected to 
rise from $800 billion in 1992 to $1 
trillion by 1995 according to govern¬ 
ment projections. Our incomes are 
rapidly losing ground to our health 
care bills. Health Care America 
proposes that the coverage for Nurs¬ 
ing Home services will be provided 
during the entire stay of the 
individual. 

Personal savings will not have to be 
used up. Room and board will be 
related to the individual income up 
to a specified limit. The proposed 
plan will cover hospital and other 
inpatient services, x-ray and laborat¬ 
ory services, inpatient and outpa¬ 
tient mental health care, periodic 
checkups, mammography, pap 
smears, colorectal tests, prostate 
cancer screening, prenatal and well- 
baby care, dental, vision, hearing 
screening services, and outpatient 
prescription drugs. 

Roth urged seniors to become 
informed about what is taking place 
in legislative plans for the future.

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Local legislators agree on raises

Winchester’s legislators both 
agree that stale workers are due for a 
raise and that a graduated income 
tax proposal should be on the ballot 

“It is not, in my opinion, exces¬ 
sive," said Rep. Paul Casey (D- 
Winehoster) of the 13 percent pay 
raise for 50,000 state workers "They 
were negotiated in good faith close to 
three years ago and signed on by the 
former governor (Michael Dukakis)," 
said Casey. 

The pay of state employees will go 
up six percent this year and seven 
percent in Fiscal Year 1994 if the bill 
is passed. Casey says that the Ways 
and Means Committee has estimated 
that the cost will be close to $208 over 
the next two years. 

Charles Shannon (R-Winchcster) 
said it was an overdue raise for 
middle income state workers. Shan¬ 
non said that with inflation and high¬ 
er health insurance premiums, state 
workers have "lost a lot of their earn¬ 


ings. 

Governor William Weld has been 
strident in his opposition to the pay 
raises since he was elected Weld has 
threatened to veto the raise and has 
warned that local aid cuts or massive 
layoffs will be needed if the raises 
arc passed. "I think right now it's just 
a threat," said Rep. Casey. Shannon 
said it should put pressure on the 
governor to down size the govern¬ 
ment, especially middle- 
management stale employees. 

Casey said if the raises were not 
granted state employees would 
"have a strong court case against the 
state" because the contract had 
already been signed. 

The raise passed the House by a 
90-18 vote and passed the Senate by a 
24 2 vote. Shannon paired his vote 
with a no vote, a parliamentary move 
that removes his vote from the offi¬ 
cial tally. 

In a Constitutional Convention, 
Casey and Shannon voted in support 
of a measure for a state graduated 
tax income. The measure was put

111 the late 1940s us Thanksgiving 
grew close, the old house on Forest 
Street was giddy with the aroma of 
baking pies, bread and rolls in prepa¬ 
ration for the crush of family that 
always filled the house on the 
holiday.

Conte questions 
lack of action on 
term limitations 

To the editor: 

Our heroic state Legislature has 
shown its true colors once again. 
Alter cowardly refusing to take a 
vote on the Constitutional amend¬ 
ments proposed by initiative peti¬ 
tion time alter time in the months 
before the election, they hardly 
waited for the dust to settle alter the 
election before ramming through 
totally without debate the graduated 
income tax amendment which has 
already been defeated by over¬ 
whelming margins the four times it 
has come before the voters 

However, Senate President Bulger 
somehow could not seem to find the 
time to allow a vole on the term 
limitation amendment alter spend¬ 
ing a sum total of only 20 minutes on 
the graduated income lux. In other 
words the Legislature waited until 
after the election to attempt to send 
the manifestly unpopular graduated 
income tax on its way to the ballot, 
while at the same time denying a 
vote on term limitation which is so 
ardently desired by the people that 
it was overwhelmingly approved by 
all 14 stales where it appeared on 
the ballot on Nov. 3.

Resident congratulates 
Swartz on bringing 
water issue forward 

To the editor: 

At the November Town Meeting, 
the issue ol'thc safety of the drinking 
water from North Reservoir was 
raised in a scries of warrants by Dr 
Swartz, chairperson of the Winches 
ter Board of Health. He raised the 
warrants as a private citizen, as the 
Board of Selectmen have jurisdic 
lion over town water. The following 
points were made by Dr. Swartz: 

•that new regulations for water 
treatment are being introduced lo 
protect our water supply because 
testing the drinking water supply is 
insufficient to guarantee the safety 
of the water; and 

•that the procedure that the town 
is using to disinfect the water is 
Hawed, leaving the water potentially 
unsafe to drink. 

The protectors of the public water 
supply are the Board of Selectmen. 
Neither the selectmen, nor the con 
sultant who acted as their experl 
spokesperson, nor the town mana¬ 
ger, seemed to accept these points. 

They appealed to the water test 
results. The problem with testing 
coliform bacteria weekly to guaran¬ 
tee water safety is: coliform bacter¬ 
ial counts are insufficient to indicate 
that an outbreak did occur; to indi¬ 
cate that an outbreak of disease is 


the water if they find their way into 
it. 

Because of Dr. Swartz’s concern, it 
is now publicly known that the effec¬ 
tiveness of the disinfection of the 
water at North Reservoir is non 
existent for many of the homes scrv 
iced The length of time that the 
chlorine is in contact with the water 
is too short Industry standard 
requires holding the water for a 
minimum of 20 minutes after the 
chlorine has been added before it is 
consumed. This allows enough time 
for the chlorine to kill the bacteria, 
(salmonella, shigella, cholera) vir 
uses (hepatitis, gastroenteritis) or 
protozoa (cysts such as giardia) 
Some of the homes serviced by 
North Reservoir are delivered water 
one or two minutes after chlorine is 
added. This water is potentially poi¬ 
sonous The bacteria, viruses and 
protozoa in the water would not have 
been killed by the chlorine and they 
live on to infect fellow townspeople 
or visitors to town. 

Although it is accepted in the 
industry and by governing regula¬ 
tions that 99.9 percent of giardia can 
be killed by 20 minutes of chlorina¬ 
tion (given certain Ph and certain 
temperatures), the expert from Wes 
ton and Sampson said that chlorina¬ 
tion does not kill giardia, so that 
Town Meeting would not support Dr 
Swartz's argument for increased 
chlorine contact time. The select¬ 
men also circulated a letter staling 
this. It is true that filtration is 
required to kill the remaining .01 
percent. It is also true that the cur¬ 
rent procedure allows an unneces¬ 
sary risk of giardia. It is also true 
that chlorination does kill giardia. 

What I cannot understand is why 
our elected officials and consultants 
(Weston and Sampson) would want 
to mislead town meeting on the safe¬ 
ty of the water being delivered from 
North Reservoir. The appeal to test 
results, when it is known they cannot 
be appealed to, and the statements 


that chlorination is not effective as a 
disinfectant for giardia, and the 
further general (inconsistent) asser 
turns that the water is safe, oven 
though it is known that it is not 
properly disinfected, is very disturb 
mg. The issue is particularly peril 
nent, because we were expected to 
believe the selectmen's information, 
and Weston and Sampson, in decid 
ing about building a $7,000,000 treat 
ment facility. Fortunately, the town 
meeting voted to form a committee 
to study the construction of the treat¬ 
ment facility despite the recommen¬ 
dation ofthe selectmen so that Town 
Meeting will not need to rely on one 
source of information.

Because ofthe procedure that the 
town uses for changing PH, false 
negatives are possible. Nor is there 
any epidemiological (public health) 
data to say no problem did occur or 
is occurring. Furthermore, the time 
between tests and the time it takes to 
get the test results back means that it 
is too late to do anything about 
contamination of the water. 

For these reasons, the government 
is requiring that water be treated so 
thoroughly that it is highly unlikely 
that any contamination remains ir 
the drinking water delivered. The 
problem is that the water from North 
Reservoir is so inadequately treated 
that it is almost guaranteed that 
certain contaminants will remain in

Education Foundation 
awards 24 mini-grants 


Till' Winchester Foundation for 
Educational Excellence announced 
that they have awarded 2-1 mini 
grants, which will fund innovative 
new programs at all levels of the 
Winchester Public Schools. 

Teachers submitted a total of 47 
applications in October, which were 
then screened by a peer review com¬ 
mittee consisting of one teacher from 
each school Foundation trustees 
then reviewed the applications, and 
their final recommendations were 
accepted by the Winchester School 
Committee on Nov. 10. 

Judy King, Chairperson of tiie 
Foundation, praised the teachers for 
their enthusiasm and ideas: 

"The new programs funded by 
these first mini-grants are going to 
have an immediate and exciting 
impact on students in our elemen¬ 
tary. middle and high schools. We 
were all impressed by the quality ol 
the ideas submitted, and look for¬ 
ward to the response of students and 
teachers.” 

'I'lte mission of the foundation is to 
encourage and fund innovative new 
programs that go beyond the existing 
curriculum, and would otherwise be 
unaffordable. Similar foundations 
exist in hundreds of communities 
nationwide, including Andover, Lex¬ 
ington and Wellesley. 

"The Foundation's Charter Donor 
Campaign is just getting underway,” 
King explained. “The response has 
already been wonderful, and we 
were anxious to make some initial 
mini-grants in order to have an 
immediate impact this fall.” 

The Charter Donor Campaign, 
which will end Dec. 31 and has a goal 
of $100,000, will fund additional 
mini-grants, as well as larger, major 
projects in the future.

start working with it, you can’t find 
anyone who doesn't lit under special 
needs. It's a very encompassing law." 
And the system, according to Bianco, 
is being abused. 

Why would a parent want his child 
in special education? Bianco says 
that under Chapter 766, it is man¬ 
dated that special education receive 
certain services that are not avail¬ 
able for regular education classes. 
According to Bianco, among the 
advantages of special education arc: 
a legal, contractual agreement with 
the School Department to provide 
certain educational entitlements, 
more opportunity for input from 
parents, and some advantages for 
Setting into college, such as no time 
limit while taking college boards. 

It is almost impossible to prevent a 
child from entering special educa¬ 
tion if the parent desires, said Bian¬ 
co If the school system’s evaluation 
team says that the child does not fit 
under the special needs category, a 
parent can take that child to an out¬ 
side evaluation, at the cost of the 
School Department. “If you search 
far enough, you’ll find someone who 
says your child has one of these fac¬ 
tors," said Bianco. 

Also costly, is fighting it out in the 


courts. If the School Department is 
found to be wrong in a special educa- 
tion litigation it must pay the 
parent’s attorney fees. And in case 
any parent isn’t aware of the special 
education laws, aggressive attorneys 
mail out this information to parents. 

Pat Shea, Chairperson of the 
Parent Advisory Council (PAC) for 
special education, said she finds 
Bianco’s theory “insulting”. “No 
parents arc going to go through that 
process unless they believe that their 
child has a special need,” said Shea. 

Bianco says he knows of a parent 
who asked that her child receive spe¬ 
cial education services after the 
child flunked a German language 
class. 

PAC, however, points to the fact 
tiiat. although there is a lot of talk 
about the cost of special education, 
Winchester ranks 212 among 351 
communities in the state in money 
spent per pupil in special education. 

Bianco says that the per pupil 
expenditure is low because money 
for special education is spread too 
far. Bianco says that if the percen¬ 
tage of special education students 
goes down closer to the nationwide 
average of 12 percent, more avail¬ 
able money can go to the truly needy 
- the visually impaired, the hearing 
impaired, and the multi-

handicapped. No one is contending 
that there is too much fat in the 
budget. 

The special education department 
m Winchester will be undergoing an 
outside evaluation some time next 
year. According to special education 
advocates, the message the School 
Committee will receive from the eva¬ 
luation is that state regulations can¬ 
not be budged, and more money, not 
less, is needed to implement state 
laws Bianco and Cynthia Papoulias, 
coordinator of early education, both 
said that if the School Committee is 
looking for places to save money in 
their evaluation, they will be disap 
pointed. I think they’ll find we gel a 
hell of a bang for our buck,” said 
Bianco. 

A lot of anger over special educa¬ 
tion is directed at the state. After 
passing encompassing special edu¬ 
cation laws in 1972, the state said 
they would help out local communi¬ 
ties — to the tunc of 110 percent 
reimbursements. Winchester is now 
receiving less than 20 percent reim¬ 


bursement, "The message we were 
givin was we would be reimbursed 
110 percent. It never came to be," 
said Bianco, who worked for the state 
Department of Education in the 
mid 70s 

T he out-of-town tuition for special 
education has been one of the biggest 
busters of the school budget While 
Winchester spends $5,727 on per- 
student expenditure, out-of-town 
costs are substantially higher — even 
in one case as high as $129,000 for 
one child. 

According to state law, if the town 
cannot adequately provide a special 
education to a child the town must 
pay for that student's learning in a 
private school outside the town, 
including tuition, transportation, 
and housing. Lynch Principal Char¬ 
les Mclnnis said that the special edu¬ 
cation department is looking for 
ways to keep children in town, but he 
adds that any new program to keep 
children in town will cost more 
money before any is saved. 

Several state representatives have 


filed legislation to have the state pay 
for non-educational aspects of out- 
of-district placements. At a recent 
School Committee meeting, resi¬ 
dents asked the committee to 
endorse the legislation. Lombardi 
said the committee has not formally 
approved the legislation but it is 
something we agree with. It could 
save us a couple hundred thousand." 

The decision on whether the 
Winchester school can adequately 
service a special needs child some¬ 
times ends in costly litigation. Last 
year it was an unexpected out-of- 
town special education costs decided 
in court that forced the School Com¬ 
mittee to go the reserve fund to 
balance the budget. 

Last year, the School Department 
budgeted $385,500 for out-of-town 
special education tuition but ended 
up spending $427,269. This year the 
committee has budgeted $385,500 
and almost certainly will not be able 
to stay within that number. 

The demand for a slice of the pic 
has the potential of pitting special 


needs advocates against parents of 
regular students. Bianco describes it 
as "cannibalism.” 

It is very controversial. On the 
one hand, there are special educa¬ 
tion parents saying, 'We’ve removed 
the institutional setting No more are 
we going to accept the crumbs left 
behind We’ve got the law on our 
side.’ On the other hand, taxpayers 
and parents of regular education say. 
That's great but don't cut back on 
regular ed. The pot should be shared 
evenly ’ It is a real Catch-22," said 
Bianco 

Bianco says there is a need to say to 
both sides, “You are both saying the 
same thing. You should work 
together to build creative support 
systems.”

Winchester’s captains courageous 

Rauseo, Sachems have to step up to overcome loss of Szczepanski

W Day clash, it’s 
' important to both 
teams that they have all of their play¬ 
ers healthy. 

Year after year, the teams arc so 
evenly matched that any disruption 
to cither team’s starting lineup can 
result in an advantage to the other 
team. 

So when Winchester lost starting 
fullback and starting inside line¬ 
backer and senior co-captain Mike 
Szczepanski due to a knee injury suf¬ 
fered in the Sachems’ win over 
Watertown on Nov. 13, Winchester 
coach John Donohue was gravely 
concerned. 

"When you lose a two-way starter 
who's also a co-captain, you lose 
quite a player,” Donahue said. “Next 
to the quarterback, the wishbone 
fullback is the most important player 
out there in our offense.” 

Although Szczepanski has been 
Winchester’s leading tackier and 
best fullback, Donohue was more 
concerned with the loss of his defen¬ 


sive field leader. All season long, 
Szczepanski has been the Sachem 
responsible for reading the offense 
and calling the plays signaled in from 
the Winchester bench. In addition to 
his physical and mental prowess, 
Winchester is also losing a player 
who personifies leadership on the 
field. 


“Mike's always been there to keep 
everyone up,” said junior Sean 
Furey, who will draw the starting 
assignment at inside linebacker in 
Szczepanski's absence. “It’ll be my 
job to keep the enthusiasm up with¬ 
out him.” 

Brian Johnson, Winchester’s big 
play inside 'backer, will team with 
Furey in trying to contain Woburn 
running back Mike Wall, who has 
rushed for over 1,200 yards already 


this season. He said the entire team 
will have to turn its game up without 
its senior captain. 

“Everyone’s gotta step up,” said 
Johnson, who will handle the play 
calling for Winchester, “because it’s 
going to be a great game." 

On offense, no Sachem has with¬ 
stood the pounding as well as Szcze¬ 


panski. Though co-captain John Rau- 
sco is the team’s yardage and scoring 
leader, Szczepanski was often the 
one to get the call in important short- 
yardage situations. Rauseo says the 
team will most miss his fellow cap¬ 
tain's work without the ball. 

“His blocking on offense and his 
fake is the biggest thing we’ll miss," 
said Rauseo, who has been the bene¬ 
ficiary of a bundle of those blocks. 
"We’ll be inexperienced, but the 


guys will have to step up.” 

Donohue has selected rugged 
junior Andy Perenick as Szczepans- 
ki’s replacement for the Woburn 
game, and said that although the 
5-foot-ll-inch, 190-pounder hasn’t 
seen a lot of offense thus far, he has 
shown grit and determination on 
defense. 

“Andy’s done a real nice job so 
far,” said Donohue. “He carried the 
ball several times in the Watertown 
game and helped his confidence. If 
he can concentrate on being the best 
fitllback on the field on Thursday, 
he’ll be fine.” 

Starting halfback Josh Carroll, a 
strong runner with good hands, will 
probably see time as Perenick’s 
backup. He said the Sachems will 
miss Szczepanski’s leadership, and 
cautioned that the team needed to 
hold onto the ball. 

“He's our quiet leader out there,” 
said Carroll, “and he doesn’t turn the 
ball over. We can’t turn the ball over 
at that spot. If we can be consistent 
on our reads and our blocks, we’ll be 
all right." 

One key factor concerning the Sac¬ 
hems’ wishbone offense is that it 
requires several talented athletes to

Winchester, Woburn meet 
to decide league runnerup

n r* lie 1992 version of the 
H 1 a n n u a I Winchester- 
Woburn Thanksgiving 
Day high school show- 
down will differ only 
slightly from most of the 
meetings of the first 100 years. 

Instead of playing for the league 
title, as the teams almost regularly 
do, this year’s contest, the 88th in a 
series which dates back to 1891, will 
decide second place in the Mid¬ 
dlesex League. 

Other than that, it’s business as 
usual. 

“It doesn’t get any better than 
Woburn-Winehestcr high school 
football,” said Woburn coach Rocky 
Nelson. “It’s a great rivalry between 
two great schools. This year we're 
playing for bragging rights and sec¬ 
ond place.” 

Winchester coach John Donohue 
agreed. “The tradition of this game is 
something we talk about day alter 
day," said Donohue. “A lot of kids 
who play high school football never 
get the chance to play in such a 
game.” 


The teams are very similar. 
Woburn enters The Game (Thursday, 
10:15 a.m., at Woburn’s Connolly Sta¬ 
dium) at 6-2-1, half a game ahead of 
6-3 Winchester. The teams have 
nearly identical records and nearly 
identical results. 

Both teams squeaked out season- 
openers against non-league teams. 
Woburn beat Medford 14-13 while 
Winchester edged Franklin 24-19. 
Both teams lost close games to the 
league's top preseason pick, Stone- 
ham. Woburn fell on a last-minute 
field goal, 24-22 in Week 2, while 
Winchester lost 14-8 in Week 4. 

The two were also sacrificial lambs 
to undefeated Reading, with 
Winchester getting mauled 36-0 in 
Week 3 and Woburn being dismissed 
25-0 in its most recent outing. 

The only other scars on the teams' 
slates arc Woburn's 0-0 tie with Mel¬ 
rose and Winchester’s 28-14 loss to 
Lexington. Before the loss at Read¬ 
ing, Woburn had gone 4-0-1 over a 
five-game stretch, yielding just seven 
points and racking up four straight 


shutouts. Winchester was an unchar¬ 
acteristic 2-3 after five games, but 
has since reeled off four straight 
victories. 

If there’s any edge in this game, it 
may to go to Winchester, as the road 
team has won the last six between the 
arch-rivals, dating back to 1986. 

Nelson, who is known for building 
up his opposition, had nothing but 
praise for the Sachems. 


“It’s a friendly 
rivalry between two 
great teams, but for 
that 40 minutes on 
Thanksgiving 
morning both teams 
are going to try to 
kick each other's 
butt.”

“You’ve gotta give coach Donohue 
and his team a lot of credit,” said 
Nelson. "I can’t remember them ever 
losing three in a row before, and for 
them to come back like they have 
shows me a lot. They're coming in on 
a high, and we’re coming in on a 
low." 

The Tanners are led by junior run¬ 
ning back Mike Wall, who has rolled 
to a school-record 1,238 yards thus 
far in '92. Stopping Wall is the abso¬ 
lute priority for Winchester’s 
defense. 

"The key is to stop Wall, or at least 
contain him,” said Donohue. “First 
we need to stop him and get them in a 
passing situation, then we need to be 
able to rush the passer.” 

The passer in question is sopho¬ 
more Steve Donaghey, the Tanners' 
quarterback of the future, who won 
the starting job with a terrific presea¬ 
son camp. With the pressure of the 
Stoneham, Melrose and Reading

Football has been a big part ol 
Joe Bonasera’s life since junior

Winchester High School coach 
Manny Marshall at the McCall 
Middle School. He went on to star 
for Marshall at WHS, where, as a 
junior, he led the Sachems to vic¬ 
tory in the Woburn game in 1967. 

The game was played at Man¬ 
chester Field that year, before a 
rain-soaked crowd of 5,000 loyal 
fans. Winchester went into the 
game with a record of 6-1-1 and 
was attempting to give first-year 
coach Marshall his first win in the 
Turkey Day Classic. Woburn, on 
tiie other hand, was aRer one last 
victory for retiring coach Walter 
White. 

Neither team was able to gen¬ 
erate much offense until Woburn 
fullback George Riley busted a 
63-yard touchdown run in the sec¬ 
ond quarter. It was all Winchester 
alter that. 

Senior John Pirani, now a 
Winchester assistant, pounced on 
a Woburn fumble on tiie Tanner 
41 late in the second quarter. 
Halfbacks Pete Knight and Bonas¬ 
era and fullback Pirani alter¬ 
nated carries as the Sachems den¬ 
ted the Tanner defense. On 
second-and 7 from the Woburn 24, 
Marshall called a rare passing

’92 season review 


Game by game with Tanners, Sachems 


Week One 


Woburn 14, Medford 13 

Junior running back Mike Wall 
showed the stuff that would make 
him the Tanners’ single-season rush¬ 
ing leader before the year was out 
He covered 170 yards on the ground 
as Woburn rallied from a 7-G deficit 
to win its season opener. Quarter¬ 
back Steve Donaghey was 8 of 13 for 
77 yards and a touchdown in his var¬ 
sity debut. Lineman Anthony Par 
ziale stuffed Medford’s two-point 
conversion attempt with 48 seconds 
left to preserve the win. 

Winchester 24, Franklin 19 
John Rausco threw for 123 yards 
and a touchdown and ran for 146 
yards and another score as the Sac¬ 
hems won their season opener on the 
road. Rausco had two big gainers, a 
51-yardcr on the first play from 
scrimmage and a G5-yarder in the 
second quarter to set up two Sachem 
TDs. 


Week Two 


Stoneham 24, Woburn 22 

Stoneham used a 34-yard field goal 
from Ryan Sullivan with 17 seconds 
lefi to beat the Tanners in Woburn. 
The game was lied at 14 at the half. 
The Tanners got a 24-yard TD run 
from Wall to go aiicad, 22-21 late in 
the game. Stoneham then chewed up 
the clock with a long fourth-quarter 
drive, setting up Sullivan’s heroics. 
Woburn coach Rocky Nelson called 
it "a classic high school football 
game." 

Winchester 20, Burlington 7 

Jumping out to a 20-0 halftime 
lead, Winchester moved to 2-0 
behind a strong defensive effort and 
Rauseo’s 166 yards rushing. 
Winchester totaled 327 yards of total 
offense, while Burlington's lone 
score came late in the fourth quarter 
of the Sachems' home opener at 
Knowlton Stadium. 


Week Three 


Woburn 18, Lexington 7 

The Tanners bounced back from 
the Stoneham game with a solid all- 
around effort, beating another of the 
league heavies on the road. Woburn 
rolled up 212 yards rushing to just 34 
for tiie Minutemcn. Lexington scored 
against Woburn’s subs on its last 
drive of the day. 

Reading 36, Winchester 0 
Undefeated Reading showed the 
league that it was for real by rolling 
over Winchester at Birch Meadow. 
The Rockets struck just over two 
minutes into the game en route to a 
24-0 halftime bulge. Everything the 
Rockets tried worked; nothing the 
Sachems attempted succeeded. 

Week Four 


Woburn 33, Belmont 0 

With Wall suffering from a slight 
ankle sprain, senior tailback Bill 
Candclario picked up the slack, rush¬ 
ing for 49 yards on nine carries. 
Homestanding Woburn benefitted 
from five Marauder turnovers as the 
defense began a streak of four 
straight shutouts. 

Stoneham 14, Winchester 8 

Trailing 14-0 with under five 
minutes remaining, Winchester 
almost stunned the undefeated Spar¬ 
tans, scoring once and driving to the 
Stoneham 8 before time ran out in 
the fourth quarter. Winchester had 
trouble getting the wishbone rolling 
against the mammoth Spartan defen¬ 
ders, hut hung tough and almost 
pulled it out. Winchester’s defense 
was superb. 

Week Five 

Woburn 0, Melrose 0 

A thick fog blanketed Morelli Field 
throughout much of the evening’s 
game between the 3-1 Tanners and 
4-0 Melrose. Despite Wall’s fifth 
straight game over 100 yards (123), 
the Tanners were unable to score. 
Defensive back Frank llawkes 
stopped the best Melrose threat with 
an interception on the Woburn 7 late 
in the first quarter. The Tanners 
were driving late in the game but the 
dock ran out. 

Lexington 28, Winchester 14 

Winchester was unable to protect a 
14 7, third-quarter lead, as Lexing¬ 
ton quarterback Rashad Wilson look 
over and led the Minutemen to vic¬ 
tory at Lexington. Winchester fell to 
2-3 despite exceptional games from 
Josh Carroll and Darin Byrne. 

Week Six 


outplayed the visitors, but was stung 
by five turnovers. The Tanners raced 
to a 16-0 halftime lead behind two 
Donaghey TD passes and a safety. 
Donaghey finished 6 of 12 for 89 
yards and three TDs. 

Winchester 35, Belmont 14 
Alter a meeting in which the coach¬ 
es and players pledged to do every¬ 
thing in their power to go 5-0 down 
tne stretch, senior captain Rausco 
had an incredible game. The Sachem 
QB ran for 173 yards and a pair of 
scores, threw for two more and 
picked off two passes as Winchester 
regained the .500 mark. 

Week Seven 


Woburn 13, Watertown 0 

A 21-yard llawkes touchdown alter 
he stripped Watertown QB Dan Han¬ 
non of the ball late in the first half 
was all the Tanners needed to defeat 
the Raiders at Victory Field. Wall 
rushed for 179 yards on 21 carries 
and Woburn extended its unscored- 
upon streak to four games. 

Winchester 27, Wakefield 0 
Winchester notched its first shut¬ 
out. allowing just 77 yards of total 
offense in a home rout over winless 
Wakefield. Winchester rolled over 
the Warriors for 254 yards on the 
ground. Ed Russo’s 15-yaid TD run 
and Rauseo’s 58-yard interception 
return were the highlights. 


Week Eight 


Woburn 19, Burlington 14 

The Tanners led 19-0 at the half 
behind two Donaghey TD tosses and 
held on to beat stubborn Burlington 
under the lights at Connolly Stadium. 
Wall broke the 1000-yard barrier 
with a 161 yard effort, giving him 1142 
yards for the season. 

Winchester 28, Melrose 22 
Winchester rallied from a 14-0 hole 
to stun the Red Raiders in the Sac¬ 
hems’ last home game of the year. 
Once again Rausco led the assault, 
rushing for 159 yards and two TDs, 
passing for one score, and breaking 
up a long pass late in the game to pre¬ 
serve the win. 


Week Nine 


Reading 25, Woburn 0 

With two starting offensive line¬ 
men hurt, Woburn was unable to get 
its offense untracked against the 
Rockets. Reading took advantage of 
every mistake in running its record 
to 9-0. 

Winchester 28, Watertown 7 

The biggest play in this game 
occurred in the first series, as 
Winchester lost fullback Mike Szcze- 
panski for the seaon with a right knee 
injury. Winchester got three TDs 
from running back Josh Carroll how¬ 
ever, in rolling to an easy win at 
Watertown.

games already behind him, the 
6 foot-4-inch Donaghey shouldn’t be 
overcome by the hype surrounding 
the game. 

Co-eaptain Luis Fonseca is the 
Tanner fullback, and will be counted 
on along with linemen Paul Quattro- 
chi, Frank Hawkes, Brian O’Donnell, 
Dave Parella and John O’Brien to 
carve space for Wall. Scott Khourie 
and Brian Pollard are the Tanner 
light ends. 

Defensively, Woburn has been out¬ 
standing. The Tanners have allowed 
just 83 points, including the 25 
against Reading. Woburn needs to 
contain Winchester’s vaunted wish- 
bone attack. A huge Tanner defen¬ 
sive front is led by the 245-pound 
O’Brien, 260-pound, two-year starter 
Anthony Parzialc, 250-pound Joe 
McLaughlin and 240-pound Ray 
Colon. 

The linebackers are Oscar Flores 
and Fonseca. Hawkes and Quattro- 
chi are the corners, Khourie and 
O’Donnell the safeties, and Corey 
Dillon fills in on passing downs. 

While Woburn needs a big day 


from Wall to be successful, Winches¬ 
ter has to run its wishbone to perfec¬ 
tion. The loss of co-captain Mike 
Szczepanski (broken kneecap 
against Watertown) means QB John 
Rausco will need help from some dif¬ 
ferent names. At least seven Sac¬ 
hems arc expected to get the call in 
the backfield. 

The starting backfield will feature 
Rauseo along with halfbacks Josh 
Carroll and Brian Lindmark. Junior 
Andy Pcrenick draws the start at full¬ 
back, with Carroll and senior Rob 
Cclibcrti ready in relief. Senior Ed 
Russo and dynamic junior Darin 
Byrne will see plenty of playing time 
at halfback. 

"We’re really going to miss Mike at 
fullback,” Donohue admitted, "but 
we're fortunate to have so many cap¬ 
able backs.” 

The offensive line will have its 
hands full with Woburn’s mammoth 
defenders. The Sachem starters are 
190-pound center Brian Bernazzani, 
guards Todd Miles (207) and Brendon 
Reardon (185), tackles Justin 
Simeone (230) and Gerard Fidalgo 
(250), and tight end Todd Sundstroin. 
Phil Reuland and Roy MacMillan,

two starters who were injured during 
the season, should also play. 

The defensive unit has matured 
dramatically since the season began, 
but will be missing the leadership ol 
inside linebacker Szczepanski, the 
team's leading tackier and defensive 
play caller. Sean Furey will start in 
his place, with senior Brian Johnson, 
the other inside ’backer, making the 
calls. 

The defensive line includes Reu¬ 
land or sophomore Dan Boffo at nose 
guard, John Arsenault and Rob Bar- 
rilc at defensive tackle, and Carroll 
and Celiberti at defensive end. Bob 
Donlan and Byrne are the corners, 
with Greg Carrol I at strong safety and 
Scott Imperatore at free safety. Rau¬ 
sco will see a lotoftime in the defen¬ 
sive backfield as well. 

Year after year, this game lives up 
to its expectations. Though neither 
team will be heading to the Super 
Bowl after this one, both coaches 
expect another classic. 

“It's a friendly rivalry between two 
great teams,” said Nelson, “but for 
that 40 minutes on Thanksgiving 
morning both teams are going to try 
to kick each other’s butt.”

Former Winchester hallback ready to renew rivalry with Woburn 25 years after defeating Tanners

play, and sophomore quar¬ 
terback Mike Giliberti hit Bonasera 
all alone for a 24-yard scoring strike 
and, alter the conversion, an 8-8 tie. 

On the first Winchester play from 
scrimmage in the second half, the 
fiery Bonasera ripped off a 55-yard 
touchdown run. The defense held 
the rest of the way and Winchester 
had a 14-8 victory. 

"Joe was a hell of a competitor,” 
Marshall recalled. “I'll never forget 
him because it was our first Thanks¬ 
giving game and it was really a 
special day. It was great to start out 
with a win.” 

Besides Bonasera's obvious athle¬ 
tic skills, it was the drive and leader¬ 
ship he exhibited in his first Thanks¬ 
giving Day game that Pirani 
recalled. 

"As a senior, I felt a certain bur¬ 
den of responsibility to be a leader,” 


said Pirani. “But to see Joe and Mike 
Giliberti step up was really impress¬ 
ive. Joe was an incredibly intense 
competitor with tons of skill. Skill to 
burn." 

Bonasera graduated near the top 
of his class in 1969 and moved on to 
Brunswick, Maine, and Bowdoin Col¬ 
lege It didn’t take him long to show 
that he had big-time talent. Starting 
at halfback as a sophomore in 1970, 
Bonasera broke Bowdoin’s single- 
season rushing record. Then 5-10 
and 185 pounds, the Winchester 
native carved a niche for himself in 
the Polar Bear record books by rush¬ 
ing for 874 yards as Bowdoin went 
8 - 1 . 

"We had a very mature offensive 
line," he modestly recalled. "They 
were all seniors and all big. They 
made it real easy for me." 

Regardless of the skill of his line¬ 
men, Bonasera was impressive

enough in his three years as the 
Polar Bears’ top runner to get 
invited to the New England Patriots’ 
rookie camp in Tampa, Fla., in 1973. 

Though he was put on waivers, 
Marshall said that if circumstances 
had been a little different, Bonasera 
could have caught on with the Pats. 

"Sam (Rutigliano, the longtime 
coach of the NFL's Cleveland 
Browns who was involved with New 
England in the early 1970s) told me 
one time that if the Pats had been 
stabilized, and hadn’t been going 


through so many changes, they 
would have stayed with him,” said 
Marshall. “He was that type of ath¬ 
lete and competitor." 

■ 

Bonasera considered playing pro¬ 
fessionally in Canada, but he injured 
his knee in a motorcycle accident in 
the summer of 1973, ending those 
thoughts. He married his high school 
sweetheart, Marlene Fuceiilo, and 
went to work at State Mutual (now 
All America Financial). 

He went back to school soon alter, 
earning his MBA at Northeastern 
and his masters in science of taxa¬ 
tion from Bentley. Today, the 
Bonaseras have three children, all 
line athletes in their own right. 
Sixteen-year-old Cara, a junior at 
the high school, 15-ycar-old Nicole, a 
sophomore, and 12-year-old Mar¬ 
lene, a seventh-grader at McCall, all 
excel at soccer in addition to several 


other sports. 

Bonasera would love another shot 
at Woburn. He says the 20-14 loss to 
Woburn in 1968, when Winchester 
came in 9-0 and Woburn was just 3-6, 
still bothers him. A good friend of 
Bonasera is Rick Crosby, owner ol 
Rick’s cafe in Winchester Center, 
and a starting Tanner lineman in '68. 

“I look back and I wish 1 could 
have the Woburn loss back,” Bonus- 
era said. “Every time I see Rick I ask 
him to get the old Woburn guys 
together and I'll get the old Winches¬ 
ter guys together and we’ll have a 
game of touch.” 

Despite the loss to Woburn in 1968, 
his senior year, Bonasera has fond 
memories of his days at Winchester 
High. 

"Those two years were great 
teams," said Bonasera. "That was 
rock 'em, sock ’em football. It was 
real fun." 


Series has produced many memorable games 

Woburn won last year, but Winchester holds edge in rivalry that began 101 years ago 


This year's meeting between the 
Woburn Tanners and the Winchester 
Sachems will be the 88th in a series 
that began over 100 years ago. The 
scries, which Winchester leads 
45-32-10. has featured scores of 
memorable moments. Here are 
recaps from just a few of them. 

101 years ago: 1891 

Winchester 12, Woburn 0 

No official records were kept ofthe 


first Winchester-Woburn matchup 
101 years ago. All that is known is that 
a group of high school students from 
Winchester challenged a similar 
group from Woburn, with Winchester 
scoring twice while Woburn was 
unable to get much offense going. 

Little did the players of that first 
aim- realize that their effort would 
be the basis for one ofthe longest- 
landing rivalries in the United 
States.

50 years ago:1942 

Winchester 13, Woburn 3 


After three days and nights of 
steady rain, the 15th annual Thanks¬ 
giving Day game was played in a ver¬ 
itable mud bowl tit Woburn Stadium 
Woburn got on the board first when 

Butter" Abreau’s 40 yard "place¬ 
ment kick" just cleared the lell-hand 
corner ofthe goal posts. 

Down 3-0 at the half, Winchester 
roared back behind the play of lull 
back Bill West West capped a 
91-yard Red and Black drive with a 
33-yard touchdown run straight up 
the middle. Bob “Chattanooga Choo 
Choo" Johnson took a handoff from 
Fatty Buzzotta and rumbled in from 
the 10 to put the game away for 
Winchester late in the fourth 


25 years ago: 1967 

Winchester 14, Woburn 8 

Coach Manny Marshall, succeed¬ 
ing the legendary Henry Knowlton, 
capped a successful first season with 
a 14 8 win over Woburn at Manches¬ 
ter Field. Halfback Joe Bonasera 
(sue accompanying story) scored 
both Sachem touchdowns, and 
almost had a third, but his 80-yard 
return of the opening kickoff was 
called back to the Winchester 45, 
when- he stepped out of bounds

First Congregational 
school spearheads 
‘Children-to-Children 
Mission Project’ 

"How many bags of groceries do 
you buy in a month? Would you be 
willing to donate one of those bags to 
help a child become well nourished 
and healthy?" That is the challenge 
being presented to the members of 
the First Congregational Church of 
Winchester by their 150 Church 
School students from age 3 through 
6th grade. 

On Sunday, Nov. 15, church school 
classes distributed specially decor¬ 
ated grocery bags to the congrega¬ 
tion The bags were donated by the 
Purity Supreme Supermarket in 
Winchester. Everyone was asked to 
fill their bags with items from a list of 
nutritious foods and return it on 
Celebration Sunday. Nov. 22, during 
a special Intergenerational Thanks¬ 
giving Worship Service. The food 
items collected will help to restock 
the Food Pantry at the Failure to 
Thrive Clinic at Boston City Hospital. 

"Failure to Thrive" refers to child¬ 
ren who do not grow at the rate 
expected lor their age and sex. The 
most likely cause is malnutrition, 
leading to increased risk of infection, 
chronic growth failure, and develop 
mental and behavioral disorders. 
Most of the children referred to the 
clinic are under 18 monthsofage and 
come from low income neighbor 
hoods. At the clinic they and their 
families receive a variety of medical, 


psychological, and social services. 
Once a child has become malnour¬ 
ished he or she needs to cat 1 Vi to 2 
times as much as a normal child of 
the same age to regain the growth 
deficit. To help families meet their 
nutritional needs, the Failure to 
Thrive Food Panty distributes gov¬ 
ernment surplus and other nutri¬ 
tious food donated by churches and 
synagogues. 

Because of economic conditions, 
the Failure to Thrive Clinic’s resour¬ 
ces are being stretched to their lim¬ 
its. They have had to triage their ser¬ 
vices — treating some children on 
the basis of urgency or chance for 
survival, and placing others on a 
waiting list. The church school 
invites the entire community to join 
with them in reaching out to these 
children by picking up a grocery bag 
in the ground floor reception area, 
filling it generously, and returning it 
to the church office by Nov. 29.

“They may want to finance a car 
or pay cash, but if they win, they'll 
come back with a check from 
(Hartc-Hanks Community News¬ 
papers),’ Chase said. “Anything 
that brings the spirit of people 
feeling lucky just adds to good 
feelings and generates consumer 
confidence." 

The contest “definitely brought in 
more traffic," agreed Kevin 
Meehan, manager of Imperial 
Chevrolet Geo. “And whoever 
wins," he said optimistically, “will 
go for the Chevy, because dollar for 
dollar, they're the best buy in the 
country." 

“Anything that increases floor 
traffic is a plus," said Frank 
Higgins, used car manager at Click 
Nissan. 

Don Cregg, general manager at 
Herb Connolly Buick, was just as 
positive. “It got (people) in here to 
allow us to show them the product. 
Hopefully, we’ll capture a couple of 
them. Anything that brings 
customers into the showroom is a 
worthwhile thing," he said. 

Mark O’Mara, general sales 
manager of Toyota of Wellesley 
agreed. “They took a look. They 
took some test drives. 1 think 
people came in who wouldn’t have 
come in otherwise," he said. 


'Die dealers may not have made 
any sales on the spot when the 
contestants dropped off their entry 
forms, said Bill Lcland, general 
sales manager at RH Long Motors. 
"But they asked questions. We 
always look down the road and sec 
that when people come in and get 
treated nicely, we know we will sell 
cars in the future. This is 
something we would absolutely do 
again,” he said.

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How to evaluate an automotive service facility 


There are more than 200,000 
automotive service facilities in the 
United States providing 
mechanical, auto body and 
transmission repairs. 

These businesses often vary 
greatly in the range of services 
they offer and the quality of repairs 
performed. You can, however, take 
the guesswork out of finding a good 
automotive service facility to repair 
your vehicle just by following some 
basic guidelines. 

The Automotive Service 
Association (ASA), a national non¬ 
profit trade organization, 
recommends using the following 
guidelines to help choose the right 
service business. 

Ask whether the technicians arc 
ASE-ccrtified or l-CAR trained. If 
technicians arc ASE-ccrtified, it 
means they have passed a 
voluntary competency test offered 
by the National Institute for 
Automotive Service Excellence 
(ASE). If a body technician or 
painter is I-CAR trained, it means 
they have attended a course or a 
scries ocourscs offered by the 
Inter-Industry Conference on Auto 
Collision Repair (1-CAR) to help 
upgrade their repair skills. 

Businesses with trained personnel 
are likely to display these and other 


certificates or diplomas in their 
customer waiting areas. If a 
vehicle’s air conditioning system is 
in for repair, inquire about 
certification of the personnel who 
will perform the service. 

As of Jan. 1, 1992 federal law 
requires businesses that performed 
more than 100 air conditioning 
repairs in 1990 to have their 
technicians certified in the proper 
use of refrigerant recycling 
equipment 

Ask about the facility’s industry 
and consumer affiliations. For 
example, a business that is a 
member of ASA has agreed to 
uphold the association’s Code of 
Ethics, which sets the standards for 
professionalism in the automotive 
service industry. 

These members can be identified 
by the red, white and blue ASA 
sign. In addition, check with 
consumer organizations, such as 
the Better Business Bureau (BBB), 
to determine the facility’s 
reputation in handling consumer 
complaints. 

Expect the automotive service 
facility to be neat, clean and well- 
organized. The flow of existing 
work should be almost 
unnoticeablc. Under normal 
circumstances, the business should 


handle customers and vehicles with 
little or no delay. Note whether the 
employees are helpful and 
courteous. This will give you an 
idea of how you will be treated 
throughout the repair of your 
vehicle. 

Ask the business to provide a list 
of references and be prepared to 
follow-up with these customers. 
Stability is also important in any 
business. Therefore, you should 
ask questions such as how long the 
facility has been in business, how 
long has it been at its current 
location and does it usually perform 
the type of repair that the vehicle 
needs. Remember too, that some 
businesses specialize in repairs for 
a certain vehicle make and model. 

Gain an understanding of the 
equipment that will be used to 
service the vehicle by asking plenty 
of questions. A business must have 
the proper equipment to correctly 
diagnose and perform the needed 
repairs. Check to see what 
guarantees the business offers. 
Most automotive service facilities 
guarantee their parts and labor, and 
these guarantees are usually 
posted. 

Make sure a written estimate is 
provided prior to letting the 


business begin the repair. Any 
changes to the estimate that exceed 
10 percent should have your 
approval. After the repair, ask to 
see the parts that have been 
replaced. 

One final thought, a good service 
facility can usually be found by 
asking family, friends, neighbors 
and co-workers for their 
recommendations. 

Automotive service facilities fully 


understand that word-of-mouth 
referrals are their best form of 
advertising.

These accessories include: gloves, 
helmets, knee pads, shin guards and 
goggles, to name a few. Falco strongly 
urges skaters to buy wrist guards 
($19), because "skaters have a ten¬ 
dency to fall over backwards." 

As he was pointing to the accesso¬ 
ries, I was trying to visualize how and 
why someone would fall backwards, in¬ 
stead of forward. Although I must ad¬ 
mit to never having tried a pair of in¬ 
line skates (although I plan to) it just 
seemed more likely that one would be 
more likely to do a "nose-dive" rather 
than falling over backwards. 

Thanks to Falco’s crouching dem¬ 
onstration and assistant manager Mi¬ 
chelle Boonstra's supportive commen¬ 
tary. I came to appreciate exactly why 
someone should use wrist guards. A 
helmet seems like a good idea, too. 

Who are the people buying in-line 
skates? Perhaps not who you would 



expect. "We sell a lot of these skates 
to older people," said Chuck Russutn 
of St. Moritz Sports in Wellesley. "I 
have 50-vear-old customers coming in 
to buy these skates, because they are 
faster than roller skates and because 
they think the skates just happen to be 
a whole lot of fun to use." 

Ed Coughlin of Holovak and Cough¬ 


lin Sporting Goods in Arlington has 
seen a marked increase in the sales of 
in-line skates this year. He attributes 
much of the increase to the opening of 
the Minuteman Trail this summer, an 
11 mile hiking, walking and jogging 
path, in Arlington and neighboring 
towns. 

“Pro-Team” sports jackets ($70 to 
$120) are also popular among high 
school students this year. These jack¬ 
ets are great for cooler weather and 
come with a variety of team emblems. 

"The most popular jackets are the 
ones with the new professional team 
emblems," said Falco. These include 
the Tampa Bay Lightning (hockey). 
Florida Marlins (baseball), Charlotte 
Hornets (baseball) and others. Of 
course, the local teams are popular 
too. 

"Champion hooded sweatshirts 
($49) are still popular,” says 
Boonstra. And BUM clothing is popu¬ 
lar as well. May I suggest you ask a 
few of your friends what BUM stands 
for: chances are they will not know (a 
salesman, requesting anonymity, in¬ 
formed me it originally stood for 
“Boys Until Men.") 

"Fitted baseball hats ($20) are pop¬ 
ular this year,” says Falco. Just what 
is a "fitted" hat? As far as 1 can deter¬ 
mine, it is the kind of hat we used to 
buy when we were kids. "Fitted” 
means they no longer have an adjust¬ 


able strap on the back. They are just 
one size, such as: 7, 7-1/4 , 7-1/2 and 
so on. It is good to know those things 
in the back of your closet will probably 
be back in style if you wait long 
enough. Haven't we all heard that be¬ 
fore. 

Speaking of baseball, Jim Brine of 
Brine's Sporting Goods. Sudbury, rec¬ 
ommends a Rawlings "Heart of the 
Hide,” top-of-the-lihe baseball glove 
($140 to $160). 

"It is expensive,” said Brine, "hut 
once it is broken in. it lasts a long time 
and is a great glove. A lot of varsity 
players and professionals use this 
glove.” 

"Reebok ‘Pumps' and Nike 'Air 
Jordan' basketball shoes are popular 
during the holidays," said Brine. "If 
high school students couldn’t get them 
before, they might be able to gel them 
for Christmas," he added. I’ll bet 
there are more than a few high school¬ 
ers out there hoping he is accurate in 
that thought. 

For ail of you cold weather golfers, 
consider buying some orange golf balls 
and a 99-cent hand warmer. These 
small packets warm up when rubbed 
between your hands and are good for 
nine holes or more, depending on how 
cold the temperature is and the level of 
golfer determination.

JUST FOR KIDS 

Planning ahead can make shopping for kids easier

And while finding the 
perfect gift for a child can be 
a challenge, the job can be 
made easier by arming yourself with a 
list of ideas before you head out to 
shop. 

According to some local toy store 
owners, the most popular gifts this 
holiday season will be Thomas the 
Tank engine set, designed for two- to 
four-year-olds, and "Where in the 
World is Carmen Sandiego?” for older 
children. Both games are adapted front 
popular PBS television programs.

toys, such as the Brio train set — a 
toy with staying power, Drag! said.

& Co. caters to educational and men¬ 
tally stimulating toys. Draft carries 
toys in the sciences and arts, as well 
as traditional toys such as her "wall of 
dolls." 

Induced in the wall is one of 
Dragt’s specialties a German import 
doll, which Dragt said she is able to of¬ 
fer at a lower price than many com¬ 
petitors because she buys direct from 
the manufacturer in Germany. 

Armed with a master's degree in 
child development plus five years of 
experience owning a toy store, Dragt 


said she has noticed that children are 
more attracted to toys made of natural 
materials as compared to plasties and 
synthetics. This is also a way to keep 
children connected to the environ¬ 
ment, Dragt said. 

One toy store in Cambridge which 
offers it variety of environmentally-re¬ 
lated items is Sandy & Son Toystore 
on Cambridge Street. Owner Sandy 
Ruben has experience as a former day¬ 
care teacher and director. Ilis store 
sells both retail to customers and sup¬ 
plies to day care, nursery, and grade 
schools. 

Ruben said he tries to emphasize 
creative play in the products he offers. 
A big section of his store concentrates 
on the sciences, with items such as ant 
farms, butterfly farms, caterpillar gar¬ 
dens, and bird feeders. "The popular 
toys that last are those which chal¬ 
lenge the children in some way,” said 
Ruben. 

According to Ruben, the Create-a- 
Plate toy is popular with children. Cre- 
ate-a-Plate allows a child to draw his or 
her own design, and then send it away 
to the company have the design per¬ 
manently imprinted on the plate. An¬ 
other popular gift this year is Create-a-

Make your next holiday party a success

I ho key to a successful holiday par¬ 
ty is making your guests feel com¬ 
fortable. local party planners 
agree. 

Entertaining at home during 
(tie holidays is ideal for those who 
enjoy it, says Elen Sulkin of Can Do 
Inc. o! Weston. "Hut put yourself in 
your guests’ shoes. The details make 
the difference," Sulkin said. 

"The first caveat, if you’re doing ii 
yourself, keep it simple,” said Barbara 
Kdelstein, sales representative of Pris- 
cilla’s Gourmet Food and Catering ol 
Wellesley.

Echoing Edelstein’s sentiment 
about simplicity, Paula Wolfson of Par¬ 
ty Architects of Weston, said party 
tovers should remember that holidays 
are "very stressful times” to begin 
with. 

As a result, party planners agree, 
organization is key. To Kdelstein, who 
frequently handles private catering as 
well as corporate holiday parties, that 
means, "Walk the party through in 
your head. Visualize the party and all 
its component parts to develop a list of 
all your needs." 

Sulkin, who has been in the party 
management business for 12 years, 
also advises hosts to have a good con 
cept of the party beforehand, focusing 
on what's really important to them in 
entertaining their guests. 

Kdelstein said the invitation should 
be clear as to what guests should ex¬ 
pect in terms of food service and time 
frame. Sulkin agreed. "A creative, in 
teresting invitation can set the tone for 
a party,” she said. So, too, can color 
and decorations. 

“Visuals at a party are extremely 
important,” according to Wolfson, who 
views herself as a full-service party 
planner with an accent on decor. To 
Wolfson, decorations make the party- 
festive and say to the guests, "It's 
special. We'i - having a party.” 

Appealing decorations can range 
from simple pine boughs on a table to 
ornate centerpieces. In addition, color 
can diverge from traditional holiday- 
tones, said Wolfson. Her glittery ideas 
range from spray painting papier- 
mache reindeer in metallic copper, sil¬

ver and gold to adorning tables with 
gift boxes fancifully wrapped in hot col¬ 
ored foils. 

Wolfson offered some quick, do-it- 
yourself decorating tips. Put leftover 
Christmas decorations in a big glass 
bowl for a sparkling centerpiece. Or 
combine greens clipped from your yard 
and wide velvet burgundy ribbon along 
the length of your table; nestle gold- 
sprayed pine cones into the ribbon 
curves and add a couple of candles for 
an easily accomplished, eye-catching 
effect. 

Flowers can be lovely too, says Kd¬ 
elstein, who also suggests adding color 
by decorating with foreign flags to co¬ 
ordinate with food of an international 
flavor. 

Sulkin suggests party givers consid¬ 
er the following details before the 
guests arrive: 

■ Make sure the house is well-lit. 

■ Remove ice and hazards outside the 
house. 

■ Designate a guest coat rack and 
have enough hangers. 

■ Put cats and dogs in the basement. 

■ Stow fragile and irreplaceable ob¬ 
jects and heirlooms. 

If you're having a large crowd, you 
may want to hire a police officer to 
help with parking and security, Sulkin 
says. Overcrowding should be avoid¬ 
ed. "Guests can't enjoy themselves it 
they can't move or are afraid they 
might spill food on your carpet,” six- 
added. 

With large parties, said Wolfson, an 
open house with guests coming and 


going at different times may minimize 
crowding. You may also need to rear 
range furniture. 

"You don't necessary need a party- 
coordinator for a house part'Wolf- 
son said. "But if it’s big, it might be 
your advantage to hire one to n ■ wire 
logistics, or just so you eai i* 
You'll also need to plan alien < ' 
the amount of help needed for the size 
of your guest list. 

The size of your parti may dictate 
how much you want to do yourself. 
"Pick some food dishes that you enjoy 
making and branch out from there,” 
suggested Kdelstein. whose clients at 
Priscilla's have the option of ordering 
selected menu items to complement 
their party or contract for full-service 
catering. 

In either case, if party guests will 
be "grazing” (meaning eating here 
and there while standing), Kdelstein 
recommends preparing food in bite- 
size pieces so only a fork is needed for 
comfortable eating and easy balancing. 

Sulkin also emphasizes making buf¬ 
fet service manageable for guests. 
Consider the traffic pattern. "Draw 
guests into a room to mix and min¬ 
gle." advises Sulkin, "but don’t cause 
bunching up by putting the food table 
or bar at a dead-end in your home. 

Pass around drinks like wine and 
hot cider to arriving guests, suggests 
Sulkin. That will also alleviate the 
crush at the bar. With today's con 
cents about alcoholic consumption, 
notes Sulkin, hosts can hospitably 
minimize the bar offerings to beer,

Ties Jolies also features big hats 
decorated with dried flowers, small 
baskets with dried flowers in them, or 
baskets to hold candles. Rupprecht 
said she also hand-decorates the ban¬ 
dies and edges on larger baskets, and 
uses only dried items, not silk. 

Popular items at Tres Jolies include 
pomander balls, rosebud topiaries, cin¬ 
namon bunches and eucalyptus sprays, 
Rupprecht said. Although she features 
items decorated with Christmas col¬ 
ors, Rupprecht said she sells more of 
the everyday colors.

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Taking it easy 

Don’t let the holidays stress you out

he holidays are a stressful 
time for most people, but 
accompanied by other life 
pressures, they can be even 
more trying. 

Divorce, for example, 
can add to the stress people normally 
fee at this time of year, according to 
Melvin Rabin, Ph.D.. and Debra Shore 
Rabin, M.A.. ATR, of Rabin Associ¬ 
ates in Needham. Family separations, 
sharing children with their other family 
and losing olds traditions are both dis 
rupting and painful. 

Sometimes, say the Rabins, chil¬ 
dren will rebel. Absent parents may 
send inappropriate gifts, out of guilt or 
pay no attention to their children at all, 
causing the children to feel rejected. 

Traditions are important, say the 
Rabins, and building new ones is part 
of starting over. The Rabins agree par¬ 
ents should support their children's 
feelings of disappointment, and help 
them to accept the new realities. If 
parents don't have their children with 
them on the holiday, they should be 
sure to make being together before or 
afterwards special. 

Anne Tavel, Ph.D., a psychologist 
in private practice in Wellesley, says 
the loss of a loved one can cause in¬ 
tense sadness at this time of year. Un¬ 
resolved family issues can also result 
in anger and frustration, or guilty feel¬

ings about avoiding the family. 

These feelings are in sharp contrast 
to the media hype about how joyful we 
should all feel. “Our expectations play 
a big role. We are supposed to be hap¬ 
py,’’ Tavel said. Others expect us to 
be happy too, adding to our burden. 

Support for these normal feelings 
during the holidays is very important. 
Reach out to a friend or group where 
it’s safe to share your feelings, Tavel 
said. Self-help groups, such as Al-Anon 
and CoDA, are valuable in dealing with 
feelings. A member of the clergy or 
therapist may also be helpful. 


However, Tavel warns people not 
to demand that holidays be perfect, 
“(jive yourself permission not to do it 
all,’’ she said. Instead, Tavel suggest¬ 
ed deciding what you can manage and 
make the family part of the decision¬ 
making process. Enlist their support to 
keep things simple, she said. 

Ben Benjamin, Ph.D., specialist in 
sports medicine and education, and di¬ 
rector of the Muscular Therapy Insti¬ 
tute in Cambridge, says stress causes 
muscles to tighten, making people 
tired and more susceptible to illness 
and injury, and robbing them of ener¬ 
gy. 

Benjamin says people should pay 
attention to pain, which signals that the 
body is not working properly. His 
book, “Are You Tense: The Benjamin 
System of Muscular Therapy.” de¬ 
scribes some antidotes to stress, such 
as deep massage, exercise, self-care, 
and injury prevention. 

To relieve stress. Benjamin sug¬ 
gests dissolving one cup of epsom salts 
or sea salt in a warm bath and soaking 
one-half hour every night. If you can’t 
sit still that long, start with less time 
and work up. Regular exercise also re¬ 
leases extra energy and relaxes mus¬ 
cles. Also, a couple of muscular thera¬ 
py sessions a week can do wonders. 

Benjamin suggests this exercise to

"People who love feeding or 
watching birds come to the shop with 
questions all the time,” says Pat 
DeFlorio, who has worked at the shop 
for more than 10 years. "Most people 
want to know if we have any squirrel- 
proof feeders.” The advice she offers? 
"Try your best to place or hand the 
feeder in a location that the squirrels 
can't jump to, use a baffle with it, and 
if you’re going to hang it, use very thin 
wire, the longer the better, so squir¬ 
rels can't shimmy down." 

Another method that may work is 
to string the wire between two trees, 
like a clothesline. If all else fails, one 
customer lamented, admit defeat, 
throw some inexpensive seed on the 
ground for the squirrels, and hope that 
they don't bother the feeders too 
much. Customers can often be heard 
exchanging advice on what has worked 
best for them, while they watch an en¬ 
viable variety of birds at feeders out¬ 
side the shop windows. At one count 
last winter, there were 12 pairs of car¬ 
dinals. 

For the many enthusiasts who ven¬ 
ture out to watch birds and wildlife, 
the shop also sells binoculars and spot¬ 
ting scopes, some for as low as $59, 
and others as high as $1,000. For peo¬ 
ple who don’t know which model best 
suits their needs, the staff has been 
trained to make decision-making easier 
by answering questions, explaining the 
technical terms, and allowing shoppers 
to compare different pairs in the shop. 

Gardeners can browse through an 
extensive book department and dis¬ 
plays of sundials, carved granite foun¬ 


tains, wind chimes and weather vanes 
to brighten any yard or garden. Of 
course, for natural history enthusiasts, 
the shop carries a complete line of Pe¬ 
terson Field Guides and a wide array 
of other nature guides. 

One of Massachusetts Audubon's 
greatest strengths is working with chil¬ 
dren. Many children visit Drumlin 
Farm every day and society-wide, edu¬ 
cation programs in school and on-site 
are offered across the state. At the 
shop's “Children's Corner," young 
visitors or adults looking for education¬ 


al nature gifts will find toys, puppets, 
stuffed animals, books and puzzles. 
Rubber snakes, owl pellets, squeaky 
toads and rocks are also big favorites. 
Picture books, coloring books and 
young readers all encourage children 
to explore our natural world. 

The Audubon Shop is located at the 
Drumlin Farm Wildlife Sanctuary on 
Route 117 in Lincoln. The hours are 
10 a.m. to 5 p.m.. Tuesday through 
Sunday, and on Monday holidays All 
profits help support the efforts of the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society.
